General WOLFE. 

MAJOR General James Wolfe, fon of 
lieutenant general Edward Wolfe, born at 
Weftcrharn in Kent nth January 1726, 
By nature formed for military greatnefs ; his me- 
mory retentive, his judgment deep, his compre- 
heniion amazingly quick and clear, his conftitu- 
tional courage not only uniform and daring, per- 
haps to an extreme, but he pofTeffed that higher 
{pedes of it, flrengtb, (I adinefs, and activity of 
mind, which no difficulties could obftruct nor 
dangers deter. With an unufual livelinefs, al- 
mod to an impetuofity of temper, not fubject to 
paffion j with the greatefl independence of fpirit, 
free from pride. Generous almofl to profu- 
fun, he contemned every little art for the acqui- 
sition of wealth, whilfl he Searched after objects 
for his benevolence 5 the deferving foldier never 
went unrewarded. Inferior officers experienced 
his friendly genercfity. Condar.t and diftinguifh- 
ing in his attachments, manly and unreferved, 
yet gentle, kind, and conciliating in his manners, 
he enjoyed a large fhare of the frkndihip, and al- 
mofl the univerfal good-will of mankind; and, 
to crown all, fincerity and candour, a true fenfe 
of honour, jultice, and public fpirit, fecmed the 

inherent 
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inherent princip'es of his nature, and the uniform 
tenor of his conduit. 

He betook himfdf very early to the profeflion 
of arms, and with fuch talents, joine. I to the moft 
Unwearied sffiduity, no wonder he was fingled out 
as a m ft rifing military genius j even fo eariy ag 
the battle of La-feldr, when fcarce twenty, he 
exerted himlelr in (o mafterly a manner at a very 
critical juncture, that he was prom oted tofee a 
Maj -ir of Brigade, and got the highett encomiums 
from the great officer then at the head of the 
army, During the whole war he went on with- 
out interruption fotming the military character, 
was p.-e'ent at every engagement, and nver paf- 
fed ui.diftmguifhed. Even a^ter the peace, whihfc 
others lolled in pleaiure's downy lap, he cul i- 
vated the arts of war, and introduced (without 
oi>e ad of inhumanity) (uch regularity and cxact- 
©efs of di'cipline into his corps, that as long as 
the fix Britifh battalions on the plains of Mind.n 
are recorded in the annals ofiiurope, lo long will 
Kmgiley's (land amongil the foremod of that day. 
Of that regiment he continued lieutenant Col j- 
nel, till the great minifter who roufed the (leeping 
genius of v di ; s country called him into higher 
inheres of \\dtiun. He was early in the mod 
iecret confultations for the attack of Rochfort; 
and what he would have done there, and what 
he afterward did at Lou fbourg, ate recent in 
pvery memory. 

He no fooncr returned from thence than he 
Was appointed to command the important expe- 
dition 
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tiition againfl: Quebec : there his abilities (hone in 
thc-ir brightclt iuftre; in defiance of ncmberlefs 

<e(een d faculties, from the nature of ihe 

don, from the g-cat fupcri- riry of numbers, 
the ftreng'.h of the place, and his bad ftate of 
heahb, he perfevered with unwearied diligence, 
praclifin^ every hVatagem of war to eiT & his 
grand \ u rp Yes : at laft, done in opinion, he 
Jormcd and executed that great, that dangerous, 
yet neceflaiy plan, which drew cut the French 10 
their fatal defeat, and will lor ever denominate 
him the Conqueror of Canada. But there tears will 
flow, there when, within the grafp of victory, he 
fii-ft received a bail through his wnli, which imme- 
diately trapping up, he went on with the fame 
alacrity, animating his troops by precept and ex- 

le ; but, in a few minutes after, a lecoad fa- 
tal bill through his bedy obliged him to be car^ 
ricd off to a fmall distance in the rear, where 
reused from fainting in his laft agonies by the 
found of, " I hey runj" he eagerly afked, 
" Who run ?" and being told the French and 
that they were defeated, he faid, " Then I 

k Gud ; I die contented •" and almoft in- 
iianily expired. 

bunday Nov. 17th, at feven in the morning, 
his Majefty's fhip Royal William (in which this 
hero's corpse was brought from Quebec to Portf- 
mouth) fired two fignai guns for the removal of 
his regains: at ti 6 ht the body was lowered into 
a twelve oar'd barge, towed by two twelve-oar'd 
barges, and attended by twelve twelve-oar'd 
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barges to the Point, in a train of gloomy filent 
pomp, fuirable to the melancholy occafion, grief 
clofing the lips of tbe barges crews, minute guns 
firing from the (hips at bpithesd to the time of 
landing at Portfmouth Point, the ceremony con- 
tinuing one hour. The 41ft regiment of foot 
was ordered under arms before eight, and being 
joined by a company of the royal regiment of ar- 
tillery, marched from the parade to ihe bottom of 
the Point to receive his remain?. At nine the bo- 
dy was landed and put into a hearfe, attended by a 
mourning ccach, and proceeded through the garri- 
fon, The colours on the forts were ftruck halt flyg 
ftaff, the bells muffled, rung in folemn conceit 
with the march, minute guns were fired on the 
platfoim from the entrance of the corpfe to the 
end of the proctflion j the company of royal artiU 
iery led the van, with arms reverfed ; the corpfe 
followed and the 4 1 ll regiment followed the 
hearfe, their arms reverfed, they condu&ed the 
body to the Land-Port Gates, where the artillery 
opened to the right and left, and the hearfe pro- 
ceeded through them on their way to London. 
Though many thousands affeir.bled on this occa- 
fion not the leaft difturbance happened, nothing 
was heard but the murmur of broken accents 
in r-raife of the ever to be admired hero. At 
night, on the 20th, his remains were depofited 
in his family vault at Greenwich* 

Adjutants 
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Adjutants Duty of the Britijh Foot. 

ADJUTANTS are to fee all detachments 
"*•*■ before they be f nt to the parade; that their 
arms be clean, their ammunition, accoutrements, 
&c. in good order, and that a (erjeant be lent 
with them to the parade. 

That they always choofe three or four good 
ferjeants that can write well, to wait orderly, 
and, if occaiion happens, to carry verbal mef- 
fages. 

That they keep an exact journal of the duty of 
every one in their refpedtive regiments; viz. all 
detachments, all lick, gone to or returned from 
the hofpital, deferted, dead, entertained from 
year to year, discharged, or abfent by leave; and 
that they give in a weekly return every Friday 
morning to the major of brigade in the ufual me- 
thod, to be given to the general of foot on Satur- 
day morning. 

Th*t they always take care to fend their fick to 
the hofpital, and take measures for carrying the 
arms and accoutrements of the fick. 

That all the adjutants of the Britifh corps 
keep an .exact lift of duty with the majors of 
brigade; that they may fee juftice performed, 
and be able to tell every body when they are near 
duty, in order to keep in camp, and provide 
accordingly. 

That all adjutants keep conftantly to all the 
rules and forms of difciphne and exercife, now 

ufed 
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ufed in the Britifti Foot, and on no pretence 
whatever to change or Jet fall any of the faid cuf- 
toms till farther orders. 

That when any detachment is fent out, a kr- 
jeant be fent with any number above ten, and a 
fuhahern with any number above twenty, A. 
ferjeant may command to twenty, and a fubaltern 
to thirty ; and as the number of ffleri doubles, to 
double the officers. A captain may command 
from fifty to an hundred. One captain, three 
fubalterns, fi^e ferjeants, one hundred men; and 
fo in proportion to greater numbers. 

Orders for the Quarter-maflers of the Britijh Foot, 

A quarter-matter of a regiment mould be an 
boneft careful man, exact at his pen, and a good 
accomptant j very well (killed in the detail of a 
regiment, and ought constantly to know every 
individual circumfUnce of a regiment, as to duty 
and finances. 

In garrifon, he is always to be employed in 
feeing the quart. rs kept clean, and receiver all 
things belonging to the vivres and ho(pitai ; pro- 
vide all the camp equipage, and on all diftribu- 
tions of carriages, proviflons, materials. for work, 
to receive and diftnbute according to order, keep 
exact accounts, and return what is neceff^ry or 
ordered, that the rtgiment rmy not be anfwerable 
for what is mifiing. 1 hat he be very careful in 
infpeding the bread and provisions, trut no un- 
wholfome food be received ; md take care that 

deliveries 
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deliveries be made in jaft time. And whereas 
there are a great many things belonging to this 
employ which cannot be recited here, and that 
happen without rule, antient cuftom, and the 
cuftom. of war, mull be followed. 

Orders for Britijh Foat in Camp< 

That all commanding officers, efpecially ths 
majors of each battalion, take care that goud 
communications be made on each flank; that 
grand divisions may march, if neceflary ; and 
that the camp be always kept clean, by making 
houfes of office often ; and have fentinels, that 
none may eafe themfelves any-where elfe. 

That all futlers, butchers, &c, take care to 
bury all their garbage and filth ; and not to fell 
any thing after nine at night, on pain of being 
punifhed* as the major or adjutant (hall think fit. 

That no tents or huts be permitted in the 
front, or kitchens, or arty thing but the quarter 
guard and houfes of effice, which are to be at 
leaft one hundred pacts in the front of the quarter 
guard. 

That no futler offer to harbour any body fn 
the regiment without the major's knowledge; 
who is to be very ftrid in examining what they 
are, and from whence they came, and nave good 
fecurity for their honefty. 

That the maj jr vifits the futlers very often $ 
and not fuffer any unwholfome provifions or li- 

B quor 
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•dor to bt fold, op bad weights snd meafures 
ufed. In cafe he finds any, to *cq tajnt the pro- 
v y\ general, who is 10 put ih~ law ia execution 
agaioft them. 

That no gaming be allowed aoy where but at 
the q nrter g iard. 

That no foldicr ftirs out of Cmp without his 
officer's leave ; and none ail night, but by tnc 
commanding officer's: the ri>l| 5 to be caled ihree 
times a day, and the ab e >t pun he i. 

That when any general officer c >m s to the 
head of the hoe, and the regime »t u uier arms, 
all orfi.ers take their ipontoont., a )d lta>id tj their 
polls. 

That every night, at retreat beating, the pic- 
q oer draw out at toe he d of the c burs three 
deep, and there go thr-»og i all die manual exer- 
cise, and then be d;lm fled. 

That the captain of tne pit qviet order a patrole 
to go conftantly every night, to put out aLl lights 
in futlers tents, and (urT r no nolle to diituib any 
body, in the rear or any whe e elfe. 

That all offi.e r s, when they a e relieved from 
any poll in the camp, or out p ft, keep their 
men to 6 ejher, and march them to the corps they 
b loog to, ana then dilmils thtmj and that they 
d> not h ffer ;he men to ftr^ggie, or offer to 
come off wiih ut ;heir men wuh them. 

I hat all ethcers march ihar men to the gene- 
ral parade in ali the accuit med formalities, and 
draw them uy m tiicir rank, and keep their

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(pontoons in their hinds : they ground their arms, 
if (o requi ed 

That al< rfi : rs und-r the rahk of a brigadier 
cncam > u-ilh ihur rc^merus, except there b, art 
bouie near the regiment, n >t iri * r k o d by the 
quarter ma er g'ner.I ; in !uc : iai. % the colo- 
nel, or officer commanding the regiment, may 
take the find houfe. 

Thit the qu.-r er guard rum ^Ut, anri give the 
refpective geueias u,e nonours dlw to ihciit. 

Orders for the Briti/J: Fid on the Day of March, 

That no reveille beats „tl e day the army is to 
march, except ordered < n ^urpcle. 

Thai to foon as a geneja) b- ats, A\ efficers and 
foldiersj dreis tbemlelvis, and p epare for a march* 

That when the aflcmbly beats, to (hike and 
pack up all the tents, load all t';e baggage, c.ll 
in the quarter and .ear guards, and to itand to 
their ar.ns in the ftreeis. 

Thai at the hour appointed for marching, all 
the dummcrs beat d march at the head of the 
line, and tie minu e tie) have dine, all are to 
foim and compile j and when over, the drum 
is to beat eitner on the r ght or left, where the 
march begins : ail are to wheel, and begin the 
inarch at t!>e Ume time. 

1 hat all c rrkcrj, march in their pcfts ; and that 

00 ferjcdnt or loldier tin out oi his rank and file. 

Ttidt 6 reat care oe ukcu to keep filence -, and 

not 
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not to have large intervals in the divifions, or 
large diftance in the ranks. 

7 hat all colonels and commanding officers fee 
their regiments encamped before they quit them ; 
and all captains and iubalterns to fee their men 
be encamped before they pitch their own tents. 

That ail Brigadiers fee their brigades into camp. 

That v« hen a regiment fends for ftraw, wood, 
or forage, there be an officer fent with them, 
which is generally the regimental quarter-mailer, 
to keep the men from plundering or committing 
a>y disorders, and lead them back to their regi- 
ments ; and if there be danger, to fend a fuffi- 
cient guard with them. 

1 hat in cafe the commander in chief meets 
the army on the march, in order to fee the march, 
all officers to alight, and fee the men march, 
in good order, ar d ialutc him ; but not to la. me 
the general of the foot, on the march, but to 
alight, and take their fpontoons. 

That fo iocn as tht regiments come to the 
line, all the officers alight and match in order. 
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INSTRU CT IONS. 
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HEN a young gentleman betakes himfelf 
to the profeflion of arms, he (hould fe- 
rioufly reflect upon the nature and duties 
of the way of life he has entered into, and con- 
fider, that it is not as the generality of people 
vainly imagine, learning a little pf the exercife, 
faluting gracefully, firing his platoon in his turn, 
mounting a few guards (careicfly enough) and fi- 
nally, expofing his perfon bravely in the day of 
battle; which will de(ervedly, and in the opinion 
of judges, acquire him the character of a good 
officer : n >, he mult learn chearfully to obey his 
fuperiors, and that their orders and his own be 
punctually executed. 

As there mult of neceffity be in a new batta- 
lion many ycung and uninformed efficers, I mall, 
as briefly as 1 am capable, inform them what I 
think their duty, and what coniequently is ex- 
pected from them, 

Thty are, without lofs of time, to make them*, 
felves perfect matters of the exercife of the fire- 
lock, that they may be abje to afiifi in training 
the young loldiers in arms. 

They are conftantly to be prefent at roll-call- 
ing ; and lo loon as they can make themfelves ac- 
quainted with ihe names and perfons of the men 
or the companies they belong to; and fo foon as 
poffible with their characters, that they may 

know 
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kn w the proper fubjecls to encourage, and pnnt 
cu' as exampLs, as we I thofe alio whom it will 
b- necefl\iy to keep a ftndt hand over. 

Tn y are 'o onferve ihat \ht men are dreflVd 
in a i kJier like manner, aid Ci<i)'Orm<*ble to the 
Oide s of the regirrv n f . 

1 hwy aie *o p t tx & lifts of 'he mens neceffa- 
ries, ad s wtll as the captains, of the arms, 
ac^cutremenis, and ftores. 

They under the captains are to be anfwerable 
t^ai tne propor i r of ne ioldie s pay, ordered 
by the comm nd.ng tfficer (viz) two mill ngt 
and f< urpence per wctk, be laid out in good 
and wholfome prbvlfijns. 

Th y are to vifii their companies quarters at 
lead thrice a Week, fee that they are kept clean, 
well aired, and beds made j and that if the land- 
lords have any jud caule of complaint againft the 
foldiers, or the (Jdicrs againft the landlords, the 
aggrieved may, by application through the pro- 
pci channel, find rediefs. 

They mould frequently chufe the hour of the 
f lours dining for their vifnation, that they may 
jud^e wbeher their victuals are comfortably 
co« ked ; they mould particularly at that hour 
in pedt trv q ariers of thofe men who are billeted 
upon htulcs of the lowed clals, ss they are moft 
likely to be prevailed upqn, by the difobedient 
fo.dier, to gue him liquor tor his meat. 

'1 h y tiiud now -and -then occafionally go 
fouiid the quaneis between nine and eleven , at 

nifcht, 
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night, to fee that the men k j ep regu'ar hours, 
conformable to ordrs, njt always trailing to ihe 
reports of lerjeants. 

A young other mould never thi k he does 
too much i they are to attend the lo, ks or the 
men, and if any are thinner or paler than uiual, 
the real ns of their tailing off may be crqu red 
into, and proper means uied to reitoie them to 
their former vigour. 

GENERAL ORDERS. 

Sc tland, December 22, J 748. 

JJ PON your arrival at the quarters all >t'ed to 
the regiment under your command, yon 
are, up >n applicati .n from tru exci'fe or c aft >m- 
houie officer, to be affirmant to them witr> what 
parties they n^y want, eirh r to feize lun goo.'s, 
or to prevent an illicit trade beirg c*rri d on, l"o 
prejudicial to his majefty's revenue and the'fair 
trader. 

^ As feveral difafftcl.d and (Vpecled perfons afc 
in the neighbourhood of y , U r q ,arte/s, you a<e 
fo far as you are able, lo e qme .hem our, and 
keep a watchful eye over all their motions, and 
if you mould have reafon to lu'pecl that they are 
car.ymg on any dciigns a.ainft his majefty's per- 
fonor government, you are, a, cording l0 \he 
urgency 01 theaff,,, t, *q lamt nic with th- 
particulars you may be able to leatfl, ether b/ 
cxprcis or the puit. y 

As 
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As there are ftill feveral attainted and excepted 
perfons lurking up and down the country, you 
ae, upon the notice of any fuch pcrfon or per- 
fons being in your neigh bourn jod, to apply to 
the civii magiftrate or next juftice of the peacd, 
for a warrant to apprehend him or them, and, if 
cccaficn requires, to be afliftant to them in the 
execution of fuch warrant j or if there fhjuld 
appear to you a likelihood of their making their 
efcape by prolonging the time in applying to a 
juftice of peace to apprehend them, or in cafe 
the civil magiftrate mould refufe to grant fuch a 
warrant, you are in either of thefe cafes to feize 
th.m by military force, and fecure them trll 
they can be carried before the next juftice of 
peace, to be by him committed to the neareft 
iecure prifon, in order to their being puniihed 
as the law directs. 

As the fpirit of jacobitifm and difaffe&ion is 
kept alive by popuh priefts and nonjuring mini- 
fters, and as theie people are originally and prin- 
cipally the caufe of all the evil proceeding there- 
from, you are to be very alert on enquiring them 
Out, and when you (hall ever find any of them 
aflbciating to more than the number prefcribed 
by act of parliament, immediately feize them, 
procure proof of their having fo aflociated, and 
carry them before the civil magiftrate, or next 
juftice cf the peace, in order to their being com- 
muted to prifon, and fufTering as the act diiedts. 
But as a certain number of days are allowed to 

fuch 
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fiich popifh priefts and nonjuring ministers, in 
order to their informing again : t them, you muft 
not meddle with them till after the expiration of 
the term allovved them by th? act ; when, if 
they flnuld not have informed, they too are lia- 
ble to the penalty of the act, and consequently 
y >u are to fecure them, and carry them before 
the civil maturate, &j. 

As the difarmhg a<5t was this fummer carried 
into execution, 1 fend you herewith the ads of 
parliament relating thereto, tint you may know 
m >re particularly the intent and meaning of the 
fame j and when you (hall find any perion car- 
rying arms who is not qualified by law, or by * 
warrant granted by me to to do, you are imme- 
diately to feize him and carry him before the civil 
ma gift rate. 

In the execution of all or any of the above or- 
ders, or any which you may hereafter receive^ 
you are to take care no perfon be injured either 
in his perfon or property, on pain or ihe fevered 
penalties the civil or military law can inflict on 
the oerfen offending. 

You are from time to time to let me know 
what you (hall do in confequence of the above 
orders, and to transmit to me regularly the 
monthly returns of the regiment under your 
command, lo as to be heie by the 28th day of 
each month.

let no infult or anue be offered to the perion, or 
perfons of thofe wh > thall be fo taken up and 
carried b fore t^e civil power, who are lolely 
authorized to inftid the punimment as the adt 
directs; bu: in cite the magi it rate before whom 
luch < finders aie carried thall relule or neglect 
puit.ng the law in execution, in that cale let me 
know immediately the name of fuch magistrate,

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with the reafon of his not doing if, that I may 
acquaint the dvkr, of Ncwt-caitlc with it, who 
will no doubt itnd immediately orders to <he 
lord advocate of this country to pro'ecute hun 
to the U'jmoft for h $ contempt of the laid act 
by not pu'ting it in execute n. 

1 hat he people in the h'gb'ards alight have

MAJOR 
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Major WOLFE's Orders, 
at Stirling. 

Feb, 12, 1748-9- — The major recommends 
very particularly to the men to keep their quar- 
ters clean, as he is convinced that nothing con- 
duces more to their health ; the ferjeants and 
corporals will in vifuing the quarters daily give the 
pecellaiy attention to this article, that when the 
major, or any of the officers, inipedt thole quar- 
ters they may be found in proper oider. 

17.— The ferjeants are always to wear their 
fwcrds 5 they are not to put on great coats be- 
tween troop- beat; ng and tattoo, unlefs the wea- 
ther mould be tcmarkably bad: the corporals are 
luver to be ken without their fide-arms on. 

19 —In order to prevent all future attempts to- 
wards r.afi)n 6 any lalie ncrey, the kntence of 
the court* martial tc be put in execi tun sgainft 
Samuel Jiodgkinfor, and Waikins the drummer. 
The major hopes it will effectually deter all men 
frcm iueh intainou* and villainous practices j and 
Jie is determined to discourage as much as pof- 
fibie every act of knavery that may tei,d in the 
Jeaft to the di credit of the corps. 

No foldicr is to leave his guard durirg the 24 
hours he is upon duty, without his officer's con- 
tent, as that and every Other negligence, where 
$e fervice is concerntd, will be pumihed with 
pgcur. 

Every 
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Every captain or commanding officer of a com- 
pany is to appoint a place of parade for his com- 
pany, where they are tp be feen every morning 
at roll calling by one of the officers, and from 
whence the corporals are to march the men for 
guard to the parade of the regiment. The ma- 
jor is to be acquainted in writing with the; place 
each captain fix s for his company. 

24.— The foldiers arc to avo d all kind of dif- 
pues with the inhabitants ; and if at any time 
there mould happen any tumult or riot, they are 
by no means to rnis with the people of the town, 
or to be concerned with them. The officer of 
the guard is to order a detachment to ftize any 
men who difobey thefe orders, and to rn^ke them 
prifoners i and the ferjeants and corporals are re- 
quired to prevent fo much as depends upon them 
all quarrels and dillurbances. It is likewife or» 
deied there be not the leaii mbject of complaint 
in any of the quarters. 

25.— No (uidi. r to go from his billet without 
leave, or by an order os the commanding officer 
of the company : any of the quarters that are 
found upwo examination not fit tor (oldiers to 
continue in, mail be changed, and the officer 
who vifited is to fend in the names of fuch places 
to tht quarter-mafter. 

March 2.— Every fuhaltern efficer of a com- 
pany is to go round the quarters of his company 
fat lealf. once a week, and to itc they are kept 
clean and the order obeyed. 

6.— When the colkc~tor of the cuftcms, or 

any 
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anv of the officers of the revenue, apply to the 
cffic^r upon duty to {-Art them, be is immedi- 
ately to furn fh a detavbmen', not exceeding a 
i~e jeant and 12 men, and make a report of it to 
the mj)r, or v* h jever comiriinds the regiment, 
as loon as pofTibU-. 

7. — N men a;e allowed to work without the 
particular leave or tecommen Nation of their cap- 
tains or commanding offic* rs, and their names 
to be g ; v n n writing t the tiujor. 

No working man is exempt from the reviews, 
nor is any mm to be (een in ihe (beets with a 
leather apron on, or other mark of his proftiliun, 
ai d his reg mental coat o;. ; whatever ( fficer 
meets a man 10 crieoding is defired to confine 
him. 

No ferjeant, corporal, dnimmer, or private 
man, on any preiecce whattocvei, ficknes ex- 
cepted, is to appear in the ilretts with a hand- 
kerchief ab ut hts neck. 

9.— V\ hen ioldiers walk in the country, they 
are not t b.e-k down either dykes or hedges, 
nor do any mikhief vvhatlcevtr. 

When ever any thing happens extraordinary 
in a company that fhould be reported, one of 
the efficers is cither to acquaint the major or 
commanding otfrcer, or lend his report of it in 
writing. 

Every centry who is negligent on his port, or 
difobeys any orders he {hall have received, will 
be levercly whippeil ; and if it can at any time 
be proved that a ctn^y upon his poll receives a 

bribe 
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tribe of whatever kind, whether money or drink, 
that imv conduce him to do any thing contrary 
to his o'd*rs, or in any fh«pe betray tie truft put 
in him, (hall he puni'hsd without mercy. 

27.— When the fuhiltem officers have vifited 
the co noanies quarters, they are to report to ihe 
cap lias, and it any thing is wr >ng, the captains 
are deiircd to mike it knowu tj the major* 

The captains ae likewise defined to enquire 
into the manner of the foldiers rfisliiagi and give 
ord-rs that a fuffioent part of their pay be laid 
out to provide victuals, and to appoint ferjeants 
and corp jrals over the different lquads that thefe 
ocders be obeyed. 

GLASGOW. 

April 3— When any body of armed men are 
marched through the town, they are to k^ep ii- 
lence and obferve order in thVir march. 

8.— 1 c is p 'fitively ordered, that no foldier 
without the consent of his officer prefume to 
purchafe or change his linen or neceffaries with 
another foldier on any pretence whatfoever. 

9 — \ny fejeanr upon guard that fuffers a 
pnloner to get drunk ihall be brought to a court- 
martial j a.»d if ever pri:oners (hall be brought 
in tnat condition to their trial, the court martial 
are deiircd to enqu.te whether the ierjeant or 
centry is in fault, and punilh the offender. All 
the officers are *o examine every return brought 
lo them with the greattft care, that they may 
not fign an improper one by nnftake. The 
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The prifoners that are Cent to the black-hole' 
are to be a-lowed nothing bot bread and water 
during their confinement, and any ferjeant or 
centry thu fuff.rs the difobedience of thefe or- 
ders, (hdl be confined and punifhed.— The fer- 
jeant of the gu rd to have two pence per day to 
provide them in bread and water, and the reft 
of their pay to be ftopt by the companies to pro- 
vide necefTiries. 

When the officers go round the quarters they 
are to obferve ths condition of the ftck men, and 
if iny thing is wanting, or that they are not kept 
clean, proper directions are to be given. 

All difcharges, furloughs, or paffes, are to be 
made out by ferjeants of companies, and no mo- 
ney is evrr to be demanded on that account. The 
m.n in each company that have liberty to work, 
aod to be abfcnt from roM-calling, are to attend 
the orderly ferjeant of »he company every evening, 
to know if there is any orders relamg to them. 

May 25.— Ihe corporals to be v-:ry careful to 
Warn the men for exercife j and all other duties 
and the firll man that abients himftif, either 
from exercife or a review, tball immediately be 
tried and whipt at the head of the company he 
belongs to j and any corporal who neglects to 
warn the men when he received the orders for 
that purpole fhall be broke : no excute will be 
allowed for any who tranlgrefs this order. 

Two captains, 6 fubalterns, 6 ferjeants, 6 cor- 
porals, and 300 men of the regiment are ordered 
to work upon the roads frcm the pais of Lanccy 

to 
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to the head of Lochern, and to march from 
Glafgow the 5th of June, by his royal highncfs 
the Duke's orders, giv>± r j at the camp at Hellenrit, 
the 25th of April 1748. The tour of all duties, 
whether with or without arms, (hall be taken 
from the elded downwards. All paviors, car- 
penters, fmiths, miners, and bricklayers, to be 
lent upon this fervice. 

The men of thefe profeffions that have leave 
to work are therefore to be called off, in order to 
march with the detachment. 

No recruits to be fent, and the awkward. men 
are not to go unlefs they happen to be of the 
trades abovc-mendoned. 

The major recommends to the captains and 
commanding officers to provide a coarie (hirt for 
the men to work in, to prtferve their better linen, 
but no check (hirts to be bought. 

The quarter- matter to give receipts for every 
thing he receives : 1 2 men of the detachment are 
to have arms and ammunition j they are to carry 
their cartridge boxes only. 

AH the ierjeants are to have their halberds, 
and the corporals their firelocks, and ammunition 
in their cartridge-boxes ; all the reft of ammu- 
nition to be taken in. 

No man that is come lately out of the hofpital 
to be font on the roads, nor none that are not in 
perfect health. 

June I.— it has been obfetved, that foldiers 
have been (een in the ftreets in the night, and 
that they have behaved in a very irregular manner ; 

D the 
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the major therefore pofi ively forbids any man to 
appear out of his quarters, without a written 
leave from his officer, from half an hour after 
tattoo is beat till the reveille ; any man who 
{hall prefume to dif jbey this order, and (hall be 
discovered, to be put the next morning into the 
dungeon, and confined there for four days upon 
bread and water. 

The. officers are defired tofeizeand confine any 
foldier thev meet in the (beets contrary to this 
order, that hereafter there may be no complaints 
of dijorders committed in the night. 

The officer of the guard (hall be arifwerable for 
the men on duty with him. The major defires 
none of the officers will oblige him by their be- 
haviour to give out any orders that may relate 
particularly to them ; and hopes they will avoid 
all quarrels and difputes with the inhabitants, 
which muft nectflanly tend to their dilcredit and 
create mikhici j as nay plainly be perceived from 
what h»s already happened. 

Subfiftence to be lent for the detachment to 
the 24th o: June. 

The lifts 01 each company to be given in both 
to the rnaj r and c fficer commanding the party, 
wiih each man's particular trade mentioned.— 
It is hoped tfut the order in relation to paviors, 
carpenters, &c. has been as much as poffible 
cbeved. In the choice of thefe men for this du- 
ty, whit camp 1 eceffaries every man receives to 
be carefully marked down by the ferjeant or cor- 
poral of his company, that the fame may be re- 
turned 
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turned to the ftores when they come back, or 
others paid for, if any mould be loft. 

The captain who commands the detachment 
for the roads, and the other officers, will take 
tare that the men be not impofed upon by the 
futlers, and punifli thofe feverely that are found 
guilty of any frauds. 

No officers are to do duty with arms but in 
their regimentals, cr in red cr biue 5 the officers 
that go to the roads are to march in red clothes, 

June 5.— The major obferves the unfoldier- 
like practice of not coming to the places of parade 
and exercife (till cootinu s, notwithstanding the 
orders he has already given to the contrary j he 
therefore defires the officers to imprifon the firfl 
who (hall dare to tiuobcy, that a neccflary ex- 
ample may be made. 

Some foldiers of the mod: ioftrrrus characters 
have lately deferttd from the regimen', and pro- 
per meafures are taken to diicover and ap- 
prehend thtm j the major gives notice that the 
flrit deferter that is catched will be tried by a ge- 
neral court-martial, and may expect no pardon. 

14.— The foldieis are not to fifh in gende- 
mens ponds or lochs without permiffion, nor are 
they to go above two miles into the country with- 
out leave in writing from the officer command- 
ing the company. Any foldier who (hall take 
bis firelock out to (hoot, or who (hall he known 
to u(e nets or fnares for catching game, will be 
purnffied very icverely,

You have, annexed, orders and iniiruclions 
which you are ftrictly to obfcrve. 

It is recommended to (end fober men on this 
command, all dilorderly men being to be ob- 
jected againft by major Caulfield, who is to have 
the entire dire&ion of this work. 

Arms and accoutrements to be carried with 
the party, for a ferjeant, a corporal, and 12 men 
only. 

The command to be compofod of an equal 
number from each company in the regiment j 
and each man to receive from major Caulfield, 
or his afliliant, one peck of oatmeal per we. *., 
which is to be accounted for to him out ol the 
money arifmg from the work.

GLASGOW. 

July 7, 1749. — The foldiers who wait upon 
officer* are to mount guard and do duty when 
ever their mafters do 3 any corporal who neglects 
warning them will be broke, It is hoped that 
decency and a proper fenie of their duty will for 
the future prevail upon the officers ta attend di- 
vine Service, that the commanding officer of the 
regiment may not be obliged to order them to 
march to church with their refpective companies. 

Major WOLFE's Orders. 

Augujl 15.— The men are not to mount guard 
in their accoutrements till further orders j each 
man is to keep his buff clean and the braffes 
bright, that at all reviews, exercifes, or other- 
wile, they may appear well under arms. 

17. — No loldier will obtain a furlouph who 
neglects applying to the commanding officer of 
the company he belongs to j nor will that or 
any other indulgence be gramed for the future 
but at the officer's requeft. 

A ierjcant or corporal commanding a detach- 
ment upon any kind of duty is to be anfwerable 
for the behaviour of his men ; or if he neglects 
to confine or punifh (uch as are guilty of crimes 
or endeavours to conceal them, he himfelf will 
be punilhed for fuffeting fuch irregularities. 

The 
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The orderly corporal of each company is to 
make a report in writing every morning before 
the guard mounts, to his captain or commanding 
officer, of the mens names that are to mount 
guard, the men fick in the hofpital or in their 
quarters, and of any thing elfe that is proper to 
be reported 5 this is to be the conftant practice of 
the regiment. 

When a man returns to the regiment that had 
leave of abfence for any time, one cf the officers 
of that company is to acquaint the commanding 
officer of the regiment and give him back his 

furlough, 

' No non-commiltioned officer is ever to change 
any duty he may be ordered upon, without firft 
obtaining the confent of the officer commanding 
the company *he belongs to, and afterwards 
the conient of the commanding officer of 
the regiment j nor is any foldier to change 
his duty but wi.h his officer's approbation. 

The foldiers that have leave to reap are to 
make up the duty they have miffed to their com- 
panies. 

Any foldier that prefumes to marry clandeft- 
inely, wanting creditable witneffes, and (hall 
neglect the publick ceremonies or the church, or 
that (hall not confult his officer before his mar- 
riage, that the woman's character may be en- 
quired int 0, every fuch offender will be puniffied 
with rigour. 

Soldiers that contract: debts on any pretence 

whatever will be puniflied, 

— -•- No 
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No ferjeant, corporal, drummer, or private 
man of any company, is to wear any other than 
his regimental coat, waiftcoat, and breeches, 
Without the leave of his commanding officer. 

OSlober 4. — It is ordered, that upon no ac- 
count whatever any future indulgence be given 
to fuch of the wo; king men as have miftrhaved, 
contracted deb's, or appeared ditty and flovenly j 
and they are ftri&ly forbid hereafter to work un- 
der fevcre penalties. 

The allowance to a ferjeant for fmall mount- 
ing is 13 s. at 2 s. a yard is 7 s. and the (hoes 3 s. 
6d. the ballance to thofe that received (hoes 2s. 
6d. and thofe that did not are to be paid 6s. The 
allowance for fmall mounting to a corporal or 
drummer, and private man, is 8s. their fnirts at 
is. 4d. per yard is 4s. 8 J. fhoes 3s. 6d. total 8s. 
2d. For every man that has been clothed the 
captain or commanding officer is to pay 2d. to 
the paymafter, and charge it to the foldiers. 

The camp neceffaries that are wanting of what 
was delivered to each company when they 
marched to the roads is to be made good, except 
fuch as the officers can certify to have been worn 
out in the fervice, the reft is to be paid for by 
the men that loft them. 

The officer upon duty is to be very exadT: in 
fending out the patroles to prevent disturbances, 
and it-z j iuch foldiers as dare to difobey the orders. 

The majjr expects to fee the men fober ; and 
it is his oiders, that they parade without noife, 
and in a loidier-like manner.

OB. 27, 1749- — All the detachments are to 
report to the commanding officer at Perth once a 
fort-night, and with their firfl: report ihey are to 
fend a copy of their orders they receive from 
the commimoned and non-commiffioned t fficers 
they relieve.— it is to be a (landing order in the 
regiment, that when pay is ordered for parties, 
the money is to be given to the officer that com- 
mands. Watch-coats are to be delivered to the 
ferjeant of the guard for all centries j they are to 
be worn from the retreat to troop-beating in the 
morning only. 

Nov. 10.— The king has been pleafed to ap- 
point the right honourable lord vifcount Bury to 
be colonel of this regiment, in the room of the 
right honourable lord George Sackville promoted. 

Returns of arms and accoutrements to be pre- 
pared according to the form in the adjutant's 
liands; all the bad arms, accoutrements, and 
cartridge boxes, are to be brought to the Green, 
and laid at the head of each company, on mon- 
day morning at the review. Every company is 
likewise to give in a return of fuch accoutrements 
and cartridge-boxes as have already been con- 
demned by the major, and they are not to be 
confidcred as in the regiment. 

The guard to confift of one ferjeant, two cor- 
porals, one drummer, and 30 men : an officer 
of the day to infpeel j he is to march off, relieve 

the 
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the guard, fee the duty done, and make his re- 
port : any ferjeant in the officer's abfen ce that 
fuffers neglect of duty will be broke. 

,6. — When a foldier obtains a furlough it 19 
to be regiftered in the company's book 5 and 
whatever foldier ftays away longer than his leave 
of abfence, without jufl: reafon* that time he 
has overftayed is to be fpecified in the book, that 
fuch foldier may be refuted a furlough upon any 
future application.— The men are iikewife to be 
told that whoever makes an ill ufe of his officer's 
indulgence may expect to be punifhed at his 
return. 

This week the men are to be paid their arrears 
to the 24th of October inclufive, and for the fu- 
ture they are to be cleared every mufter. 

The adjutant to mention the officer who is 
the next for duty in the publick orders, and that 
officer is not to go from the head quarters. 

The officers are defired to obferve the orders; 
that have been given for frequently vifiting the 
foldiers quarters, that they may be informed of 
their behaviour, and know in what manner they 
diet, and if the quarters are kept clean. 

The ferjeants and corporals are to give in an 
account in writing to the commanding officers 
of companies of the manner in which the different 
fquads mefs, the number that eats together, the 
houfes where they diet, whether in their quarters 
or out, fpecifying the perfons names that enter- 
tain fuch foldiers as do not eat in their quarters. 

If any woman in the regiment has a venereal 
E difoider, 
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diforder,and does not immediately make it known 
to the furgeon, (he {hall upon the firft difcovery 
be drummed out of the regiment, and be imprif- 
oned in the Tolbooth if ever (he returns to the 
corps. 

AH foldiers that have the care of horfes are to 
be provided with frocks. 

The officer of the day is to underftand himfelf 
upon duty in every refpect relating to the iervice, 
and is very narrowly to overlook the guard and 
centries, and give orders for the patroles. The 
letting a prifoner efcape is a reproach to the dif- 
cipline of the regiment, and implies a remiflhefs 
that cannot be too foon corrected. 

When a prifoner is confined for theft he is to 
be put in irons. The major obferves, that the 
worft and idled: foldiers are thofe that are mod 
frequently in venereal diforders, by which they 
are incapable of ferving, and their duty is done 
by better men j he therefore thinks they (hould 
fuffer for their intemperance j and orders that 6s. 
be paid for the cure of the pox, and 4s. for the 
clap ', which furn of money is to be employed 
in providing neceflaries and conveniences for the 
hofpital ; and when the furgeon declares the 
man cured, the money is immediately to be 
paid him by the company in order to its being 
laid out for the common benefit of fick foldiers. 

Jan. 1, 1750. — The foldiers may underftand 
from the feverity of the punifhment of laft mon- 
day and to-day, that a want of honefty and fide- 
lity will be attended with the worft confequences 

to 
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to themfelves, and that whoever acts the part of 
a villain muft expect all the rigour of the itridlcft 
juftice. 

A lift to be given to-morrow at orderly time of 
the number of women in the regiment that fell 
liquor of any kind, with the ftreets they live in, 
and by whofe permiflion it is they fell fuch li- 
quors, that proper meafures may be taken to pre- 
vent their contributing to the uncommon villainies 
that have of late brought a reproach upon the 
regiment. 

No (oldier's wife is to futtle or fell liquor with- 
out the major's leave, on pain of imprifonment ; 
and leave will only be obtained for fuch as are 
particularly recommended by the captain or com- 
manding officers of companies. 

A ferjeant or corporal who brings a foldier 
drunk to the parade for duty, knowing him to 
be fo, is immediately to be imprifoned together 
with the drunken foldier, in order to their beinGr 
both punifhed as fo fcandalous and unfoldier-like 
practice deferves. 

The recovering men of each company to be 
brought every monday morning to the doctor, 
that he may judge whether they are fit to do 
duty or not. 

No non-commiflioned officer is to prefume to 
excufe any man from the review, exercife, or 
other duty, with or without arms, or take upon 
himfelf an authority that does not belong to him. 

Letters have been fent to the major and other 
officers of the regiment unfigned ; as this is a 

mean 
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mean and underhand pra&ice, it is poffitively 
forbid j if any man is discovered to be the wri^ 
ter of one of thefe fort of letters hereafter, he will 
be feverely punifhed: the foidiers are to under- 
stand at the fame time, when they have juft and 
fufficient caul'e of complaint, they may addrcfs 
themfelves in perfon to their officers, who will 
be ready to do them all manner of juft ice. 

The companies are always to keep a copy of 
their mufter-rolls, that they may at any time be 
referred to : the captain or commanding officers 
are never to carry them away when they leave 
their companies for any contiderable time : the 
fame to be done with fuch returns as are necef- 
fary to be preferved. 

May 30.^-No inhabitant of a town or other 
perfon, not ferving in the army or navy, is ever 
to be received as a prifoner upon any guard, ex- 
cept when committed by the civil power, or con- 
fined for a capital crime as a prefent (ecurity j 
the officer or non-commiffioned officer command- 
ing a guard is to be anfwerable for any difobedi- 
ence of this order. 

The ihameful drunkennefs obferved among 
the men, on pay-days in particular, is thought in 
a great meafure to proceed from their not putting 
jn a proportion cf their pay regularly into their 
rnefTes ; the officers are to remember they have 
been more than once required to be very exact in 
this part of their duty, and that there is a (land- 
ing order in the regiment for frequently vifiting 
tfce quarters and meffes -, they are like wife defired 

to 
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to confidcr that any neglect on their part brings 
the men to diforders arid crimes, and confequently 
to punishment, which would be avoided by a 
proper care of them, and watch upon their con- 
duct 

Any non-commiffioned officer who neglects 
his fquad, and fuffers the men to have their arms, 
accoutrements, or clothes dirty, and does not do 
his utmoft to prevent drunkennefs, will be broke. 
The recruits are to be taught all parts of their 
duty with the utmoft care : they are to be quar- 
tered with good and honeft foldiers, and by no 
means fufFered to aflbciate with fuch as are of a 
different character, and known to be infamous. 

if any man oi the party tor the roads prefumes 
on any occafion, or for any caufe whatever, to 
thew the fame fort of difpoliticn to mutiny and 
disobedience, as was obferved in fome foldiers of 
the lad year's detachment, particularly in the 
caftle of Stirling, captain Trapaud, and the 
officers ordered to command them, are to make 
an immediate and fevere example of the offenders: 
and when any man of the detachment commits 
crimes of a high nature, oris remarkably idle, 
he is to be fent pr.foner to the regiment, with his 
prolecution in writing iigned by the commanding 
officer. — It is recommended to the officers to be 
very diftinct in all their reports, and to keep all 
their accounts with the utmoft regularity, that 
the difficulty and confufion of laft year m'ay be 
avoided. 

The 
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The officers or non-commiiTioned officers com- 
manding detachments are always to pay the fer- 
ries they pafs over, and give in their demands to 
the paymafter fo foon as it is convenient. 

As the foldiers when accufed of theft often al- 
lege in their defence that they find the things by 
accident, which they are charged of having ftolen j 
to prevent for the future all excufe of this kind, 
it is pofitively ordered, that a foldier who finds 
goods, money, or any thing elfe of even the mod 
inconfiderable value, do immediately (hew the 
fame to one of the fajeants of the company, 
whofe duty it is to acquaint the officer, in order 
to its being reftored to the owner ; any man who 
difobeys this order will be punifhed as a thief. 

No man under pretence of his having been at 
work is to appear dirty in the ftreets ; and fuch. 
as fpoil their clothes, or in any fhape difobey 
orders, are to be refufed the liberty of working. 

If any officer of this regiment fees a non-com- 
miffioned officer, drummer, or private man of 
any corps, in or near the quarters of the regi- 
ment, the officers is to examine the paflport, and 
fend that man to the commanding officer of the 
regiment -, and if any non-commiffioned officer 
or private man of this regiment fees any man of 
another corps in or near the quarters, he is to 
conduct fuch perfon to the then commanding 

officer. 

All ferjeants, corporals, drummers, and pri- 
vate men, whether upon duty or furlough, are 
always to addrefs themfelves to the commanding 

officer, 
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officer, acquainting him with the bufmefs they 
are fent upon, and (hewing him their pafl'port 
or furlough. 

No recruit is to be excufed from mounting 
guard, nor allowed then to work in the intervals 
of duty, till he has been a twelvemonth in th» 
regiment, and is thorougly acquainted with the 
fervice. 

If a ferjeant or corporal of a guard allows any 
thing to be carried into the black hole, befides 
the bread and water as the order directs, the firft 
who dares to connive at a practice fo pofitively 
forbid, will be inftantly broke ; and any foldier 
who attempts to carry in provilions to the prifo- 
ners mall be put into the dungeon in irons. 

Any man that has ever been convicted of theft 
is to be fent to work at lord Glenorchy's, nor 
any that have been often tried by courts- martial, 
unlefs there be a vifible reform, left their beha- 
vior bring a reproach upon the regiment. 

It has been obferved that the foldiers have of 
late been employed in all forts of dirty work, 
fuch as carrying coals, filth, &c. in the ftreets, 
and have been bufy in the holds of feveral (hips 5 
they likewife have condefcended to clean the 
kennels : the colonel is afhamed and furprizsd 
to perceive that they are not below the meaneft 
piece of drudgery for the meaneft confideration ; 
and fince it is plain they have forgot what cha- 
racter they are in, the colonel for their credit, 
and the credit of the regiment, abfolutely forbids 
all kind of dirty work whatfoever, and he will 
punifti any offender with feverity. The 
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The colonel is very well pleafed with the ap- 
pearance of the men that are come from work, 
and with their performance this fummer at the 
roads, and thanks the officers for the care they 
have taken of them, their diligence and aclivity j 
the fobriety and induftry of the foldiers of that 
detachment are very much for the credit of the 
regiment, and muft meet with general approba- 
tion. The colonel recommends to the captains 
and commanding officers of companies, to fur- 
nifh their foldiers with every neceffary that is 
wanting, and to advance fuch fums of money for 
them or their families as they judge proper. 

DUNDEE. 

OB. 4, 1750. — A centry having been knocked 
down and wounded, the officers of the regiment 
offer a reward of ten guineas to difcover the per- 
fon concerned. The cuftom of fleeping upon 
their ports, which fome of the men have fo 
ihamefully praclifed of late, will encourage thefe 
attempts. The colonel takes this opportunity to 
tell the foldiers, that he looks upon fleeping, or 
any want of vigilance in the centry, to be the 
higheft breach of military difcipline, and of the 
mod fatal and dangerous confequence j he there- 
fore warns them all, that he is determined to 
make a dreadful example of the firft offender. 
A centry is not to challenge before twelve at 
night, after which hour till the reveille he is to 
challenge all that paffes j but at no time of night

h a centry to fuffer himfelf to be aflaulted with 
impunity, or furprized upon his po(t. 

The recruits and every young foldier are, when 
centry, to be placed neareft the protection of the 
main-guard. 

It is to be a fixed order in the regiment, that 
no ferjeant of a company, is to take upon him 
the debts of that company, nor otherwife to pay 
the company than by ifluing the money as he re- 
ceives it from the captain or commanding officer. 
At every payment of arrears an officer of a com- 
pany to be prefent to fee the accounts fettled, 
and the ballance due paid. 

In cafe of tumult or dilturbance the officer of 
the day is immediately to take upon himfelf the 
command of the guard. 

The colonel is extremely well pleafed with the 
behaviour of the five companies fince they came 
to town, and hopes they will continue the fame 
regularity and fobriety, which they muft be fure 
is of advantage to themfelves, creditable to the 
regiment, and fo ufeful to his majefty's fervice. 
As the officers are determined to difcourage and 
punifli every thing that is villainous and bad, fo 
they are likewife refolved to countenance and re- 
ward fuch as diftinguiffi themfelves by a contrary 
behaviour. 

The colonel being informed that the foldier$ 
have got into a habit of gaming, infifts on the 
ferjeants and corporals doing that effectual part of 
their duty, fo as to find them out, and put a flop 
to that very bad practice } the firft that they dif- 

* eovear 
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cover, they are to confine, and they Hi ill be 
brought to a court martial, and very feverely 
punifhed. 

If a ferjeant or corporal, detached from the re- 
giment on any duty whatfoever, mall return be- 
fore he has executed it to the utmoft of his abi- 
lity, fuch ferjeant or corporal may expect to be 
brcke the moment he joins the regiment. 

The recruiting officers are to acquaint the lieu- 
tenant colonel in what manner the parties who 
were fent with tnem upon that fervice behaved. 

When the orderly corporal of any company 
knows that any foldier of that company is taken 
ill, he is to report him to the furgeon immediately, 
and not wait till fach fick foldier chufes to be re- 
ported, which is fometimes the cafe j thefe delays 
give time for the diftemper to encreaie before a 
remedy can be applied, and endangers the titan's 
life : a corporal who difobeys this order will be 
broke. 

By lord Bury's regulation, a foldier that works 
in his quarters, with his officers leave, pays fix- 
pence per week ; but as thofe who work at gen- 
tlemens houfes and upon roads, at the requeft of 
particular people, have more labour, and wear 
out more neceffaries than the others, they are only 
to pay three-pence per week. 

The money arifing from this ftoppage, after 
paying the ferjeant-major and quarter-mafter fer- 
jeant, is to be applied for the relief of the fick, 
in neceflary expences for the hofpital &c. j 

» 
Whatever 
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Whatever duty the foldiers are ordered upon, 
it is to be done with alacrity and diligence. — 
The officers are not to fuffer ary neglect or dif- 
obedience either in the non-commiflioned officers 
or private men to go unpunished.— The magi- 
flrates of Aberdeen made a complaint of a rob- 
bery, that is fuppofed to have been committed by 
two foldiers of this regiment; the colonel was 
in hopes that thefe pra&ices were at an end, and 
that the number of villains he has been forced to 
whip out of the regiment, had given fuffieient 
warning, and removed the evil j but fince there 
are ftill tome left, he defires they may be adored, 
that he will contribute all in his power to hang 
the firft rafcal that (hall be found guilty of a 
crime of this fort ; and fuch as are not delivered 
ever to the civil power may expedt the fevered 
and moil exemplary punimment that the martial 
law can poflibly inflict. 

B A M F F. 

1750. — The colonel thinks the foldiers cannot 
better employ themfelves in the intervals of duty 
than in fome fort of work, and would by all 
means encourage labour and induftry, as the beft 
v/ay to preferve their healths, and enable them 
to undergo fatigue whenever they (hall be qalled 
upon ; but he will not ailcw the men to be 
engaged in any kind of dirty wo<k, that may 
fpoil or dirty their clcathes j nor will he upon 
any account whatfeever, iuffer a foldier to under- 
take 
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take work of any fort, without the leave and ap- 
probation of the officer commanding the compa- 
ny. — The officers are very ready to grant any 
thing that is rcafonable, and confident with the 
difcipline of the regiment, and therefore are to 
to be confulted as the proper judges in this cafe. 
If it appears at any time that a foldier neglects his 
duty under arms, or otherwife, or feems to have 
forgot any part of his military duty from conftant 
attention to his trade or work, fuch foldier is to 
be kept clofe to his duty till he is again perfectly 
acquainted with what he ought never to be igno- 
rant of. 

No recruit at exercife to be (topped more than 
fix pence per week : this to be a (landing order. 
The non-com miffioned officers upon duty are 
to give the recruits that mount guard with them 
all the inftrnctions that are neceiTary; and the 
lance corporals are not to fuffer the leaft delay or 
backwatdnefs when they are called out to go 
centry, or to patrole j and in general it is to be 
a conftant rule, and the practice of the regiment, 
to turn out readily and expeditioufly, whatever 
the duty be that the men are to be fent upon, 
without the leaft hefitation or excufe j and the 
ierjeanis and corporals upon guard are to fee the 
exact execution of this order. 

When court martials affemble all fort of order 
and decency is to be obferved. No officer to appear 
as a member in a regimental court of judicature, 
but in red cloaths and his fafh on j and the pre- 
sent and gentlemen who compole fuch courts 

cannot

cannot be too exact and circumftantial in their 
enquiries, lhat the lentence may be given upon 
Aire ground, and with the drifted regard to 
judice. 

The centries are forbid to fing or whittle or 
make any noife upon their pods, by talking loud 
to one another, or otherwife, and particularly in 
the night ; whoever difobeys this order will be 
immediately relieved and imprifoned j and it is 
ftrictly ordered and required that the patroles and 
reliefs march filently through the dreets : a fer- 
j ant or corporal who differs his men to difobey 
this order will be brcke. 

The lieutenant-colonel defires that the captains 
and officers commanding companies, will always 
endeavour to find cut and didinguifh the men 
who have the bed capacities, and are mod dili- 
gent and obedient, that the regiment may be fup- 
plied with able ferjeants and corporals. — And 
every officer who is detached from the regiment 
is to take particular notice of the men that are 
mod vigilant and active in the difcharge of their 
duty, and bed acquainted with all the branches 
of it, that they may be promoted. The officers, 
at their return, are to report the names of thofe 
that they think fuperior to the red, to the com- 
manding officer of the regiment. By this means 
the corps will be condantly jfurnidied with good 
non-commiflioned officers, upon which the difci- 
pline of it does in a great meafure depend. 

The officers are defired to difcouragc matri- 
mony among the men as much as pcffible : the. 

fervice 
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fervice fuffers by the multitude of women already 
in the regiment. 

Notwithftanding; the orders that have been 
given, that ihe foldiers mould not concern them- 
fcives with the mobs of the pluce they happen to 
be quartered in, the colonel is furprized to hear 
that ieveral of the men had the impudence to in- 
fult fome of the officers of juftice, and to beat the 
executioner. This is therefore ordering all the 
officers, ferjeants, and corporals of the regiment, 
to apprehend every man who (hall hereafter pre- 
funie to mix in riGts of this kind, ctherwife than 
as a fpedhtor, that fuch offender may be brought 
to trial and feverely punimed. The colonel is 
likewife informed that fome fcldiers followed the 
women, after they were releafed, into the coun- 
try, and joined with the boys and idle vagabonds 
of this place to treat the women with the utrnoft: 
inhumanity, to the great fcandal and difhonour 
of the corps; he looks upon the behaviour of 
thefe foldiers to be infamous in all refpecls ; and 
commands that for the future, in a like c*fe, the 
non-cemmiffioned officers take the (horteft me- 
thod they c&n defire, and the mod effectual, to 
put an immediate flop to fuch proceedings. 

1752.—- The court-martial has judged the 
crime of'Rigby the grenadier to be of 10 perni- 
cious a nature that they have fentenced him to 
receive 6co lafh.es. His youth, and former good 
behaviour arc ;he only ccnfiderations that could 
induce the lituttnani-cclcnd tepardenhim : but 
if heuaker any ierjeant or corporal is known to 

receive 
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receive a bribe from a highlands, or from any 
perllm whatever, found or known to tranfgrefs 
the laws, and does not feize the perf.in, or report 
fuch tranfgreifion, he the non-om mi (Tuned offi- 
cer, guilty of fo heinous a crime, will be infiantly 
bruki, and fevsrely puniffied : and if any private 
foldier ever takes money, or a reward of any 
kind, that may lead him to betray his truft, fuch 
foldier will be whipped without mercy.— And if 
any ferjeant or corporal, upon a patroling duty 
in the highlands, or commanding a detachment 
at a fixed pjft, (hall make a falfe report of any 
fort, either to the officer from whom he is de- 
tached, or to the commander of the regiment, a 
non-commiffioned officer fo offending will cer- 
tainly be broke. 

It is with great fatisfaclion that the lieutenant- 
colonel has received reports from the captains 
and officers commanding in the different canton- 
ments of the general good behaviour of the com- 
panies under their orders, of which he will not 
fail to acquaint lord Bury when his lordfhip joins 
the regiment ; nor will he forget to mention 
how much reafon he has to be pleafed with the 
companies at Invernefs. The foldiers inuft ob- 
ferve, that this fort of conduct is for their credit 
and advantage, and they may be afTured it is 
highly agreable to his majefty, and quite con- 
fident with the nature of his government ; 
whereas violence, robberies, thefts, and illegal 
actions in the troops of the army, are directly 
contrary to the king's juft intentions, and are a 
duhonour to his reign. The 
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The lieutenant-colonel and officers do plainly 
perceive that gaming is the fourcc of a great deal 
of mifchief ; and therefore they are defirous to 
put an effectual (top to it : the centries are once 
more ordered not to fuffer it near their ports, and 
the ferjeants and corporals are required to vifit 
and examine fuch houfes and places of refort as 
are moft to be fufpected, at any hour of the day 
or night that they judge convenient, and to look 
through the quarters of the foldiers that they 
believe to be addicted to play. 

The lieutenant-colonel is informed that feveral 
foldiers have been married in this town in a clan- 
destine and illegal manner: this practice is con- 
trary to all order and difcipline, and deferves an 
exemplary punimment, as well from the civil 
magiftrates as from the military; the firft foldier 
who (hall difobey the repeated orders that have 
been given upon this fubject, and (hall prefume 
to marry in this infamous manner, and without 
his officer's knowledge, muft expect to be pro- 
ceeded againft with the utmoft rigour. The 
lieutenant-colonel further recommends to the 
foldiers not to marry at all ; the long march and 
embarkation that will foon follow, muft con- 
vince them that many women in the regiment 
are very inconvenient, efpecially as fome of them 
are not fo induftrious, nor fo ufeful to their 
huibands, as a foldier's wife ought to be.

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DOVER CASTLE, 

Dec. 23. 1753.— The lieutenant-colonel has 
h-ui complaints from the people in the neijp- 
bourh >od of this caftle agiinft Com- women of 
lo i!e d.fjrderly condud, fupoofed to belong to 
the garrifon ; which however is not tru^.— Tne 
colon :l is like wife informed that the foidiers 
have in an open, indecent rmnticr frequented 
thefe fime woiru*n, to the great dishonour not 
only of the corps they belong to, biK to man- 
kind in general: he therefore defires they may 
be iniormed, that he confiiers this fort of com- 
merce with the fex as the lali and moll dange- 
rous degree of brutality, ignominy, and vice ; 
and that he cannot but entertain an exceeding 
contemptible opinion of thofe who have been 
concerned in it. Thefe women, encouraged by 
the (oldiers, have done m-fchief hereabouts to the 
farmers : the foldiers will therefore for the fu- 
ture be looked upon as the abettors of thefe aban- 
doned, infamous perfons, and will be account- 
able in fome meafure for their ill deeds, and 
punilhed accordingly. 

Hazle, of capt. Maxwell's company, is not 
hereafter to be fufFered to go without the cade 
gates ; the lieutenant-colonel does not mean by 
this to prevent his deferting, but to pumfti hum 
for his inlolence : but he defires that H zle, and 
Findafs the grenadier, who has already been con- 
demned lor treaion, may knew, as well as all 

G thoic 
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thofe who have been in the fervice of France, of 
defire to be there, that he fets no fort of value or 
eftimation upon them, and that he had much ra- 
ther they were in the Irifh brigades than in the 
army of Great Britain; but if ever he hears that 
any deferter (hall dare hereafter to threaten to.de- 
iertj he'll be immediately whipped out of the 
regiment, with every mark of infamy, contempt, 
and difgrace, as unworthy to continue in it, and 
as a fit recruit for the rebel battalions, hired by 
the French to ferve againft their country. 

As there is reafon to believe that recruits are 
embarked at Dover Caftle for the French army, 
and that deferters from our troops efcape in the 
fame veffels, any foldier of the regiment who can 
make ditcovery of fuch recruits, or apprehend 
any of thefe delerters, mall be rewarded over and 
above the allowance granted by act, of parliament : 
the foldiers that lie in town have the fineft oppor- 
tunity for thefe (ort of difcoveries ; and the lieu- 
tenant-colonel defires they may be informed, that 
diligence and prudence in this matter will be 
very agreeable to him, and advantageous to 
themfelves. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke when he re- 
viewed the regiment at Reading was plealed to 
exprefs his approbation of feveral parts of the dif- 
cipline of it j fuch as the manner of carrying the 
arms, of levelling, of marching, and of wheel- 
ing, and in particular of the filence and obedience 
that he observed, and ready compliance with or- 
ders, without the confufion fometimes perceived 

in 
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in the execution of things that feem new; but 
his Royal Highnefs thought that general Pulte- 
teney's Regiment fired their platoons and fubdi- 
vifions quicker than we did, wherefore lord Bury 
has commanded that we praclife the fame platoon 
exercife (hat they do; for to the difference be- 
tween their platoon exercife and ours, his lord- 
(h'p ascribes their fuperiority in this point ; and as 
his lordfhipis very defirous that no regiment Should 
exceed his own in the performance of every part of 
their duty, and in matters of difcipline, he dc- 
fircs we may begin to praclife this platoon cxtr- 
ci(e as early as poflible. 

1754. — it is obferved that feme of the men 
make it a conftant practice to get drunk every pay 
day, or whenever they have any money, and that 
quarrels and riots are the ordinary confequenccs 
of this (hameful and brutal exce.'s ; thefe men are 
therefore to be informed, that fome moderation 
in their drink would be more becoming, and that 
they may entertain themfelves without proceed- 
ing to fuch extravagant lengths, by which the 
number of prifoners are every day augmented, 
their healths impaired, and their clothes fpoiled, 
befides violence and infolence, the inieparable 
companions of drunkenntfs : they may be iurther 
told, that no truft or confidesce can be put in 
men that have fo little command of thtmklves- 
becaule it is believed if duty and brandy were tut 
into competition, the liquor would Le likely to 
prevail: leveral examples of men tha have left 
their guards and polls to drink, but too pitsniy 
confirms this opinion : hereafter ihofe proieit 

drunk jr ^ < " 
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d unkards are to expect no manner of favour of 
indulgence, nor will they be confidered as perfons 
to be depended upon in times cf dai ger and fer- 
vice ; and of courie recommendations and other 
maik* or ihetr officers eftetm and protection will 
be refuted them, 1 he (fficcis will t,k: caie 
that the men be acquainted with ill orders that 
concern them, without which it is to no purpofe 
to give them. 

The heu'enant-colonel hopes that what the 
men have heard as d ietn upon the occasion (of 
the execution of a dtferter) will mike fuch im«* 
preflions upon them as it cught to do; and that 
they will be prevailed upon by the melancholy 
example before them, and by the excellent dil- 
courie and exhortation of the minifter, both yef- 
terday a/.d this day, to let fome bounds to their 
exctfTcs and debauchery, and thereby avoid the 
cau.e vi every crime, and the punift.ment that 
muft necelTdriiy follow. 

It has been obftrved, that fome f >ldiers go out 
of theie barracks with a full rtlolution to get 
drunk, and have even the impudence to ceclaie 
their intentions, and that luch icldiers ufe info- 
lent and difreipedful langu?ge to the fcrjeants 
and corporals, pleading drunkenness and ttupidity 
in txtufe ; thele nun may therefore be inforn td, 
that ihe fir (i of them who mall t2ke upon him, 
whether crunk or f^ber, to infu!t a non-comuui- 
fioncd i ffiter, cither in the barracks ir upen 
du^y, m.ill be put into the dungeon in iions till 
he be iutfkieiHiy convinced that mode it y, (o-

v, and obedience become the character of a 
fjldier. 

Jan. 31, 1755. As it is highly probable, by 
preparations actually making in France and 
in England, that a war is at hand, a::d as it is 
likely that the earl or Albcm-rle's regiment m-iy 
be employed this fummer en board the fleet, the 
1 eutenaitcolor.el therefore deilrcs that the fol- 
diers (particularly the young ones) may be ac- 
quainted, that whoever (ball delert for the time 
to come, will beconiidered by him, and by all 
ihe officers of the regiment, as a coward and a 
traitor, and will, if taken, be proceeded sgainfl 
as fuch, and condemned without mercy ; but 
the lieutenant colonel rather hopes, that the fol- 
diers will be glad of an opportunity to fignalize 
themfclves in hs Majefty's iervice, and to give 
proof of their courage and fidelity ; not doubt- 
itig but the battalion (whatever duty it may 
be oidertd upon) will fully anfwer his Royal 
H'ghneis the Dukes expectations, and confinn 
the good opinion he has been pleaied to entertain 
1 i the regiment. The utmolt care t ; be taken 
i.. difciphning the young men; and the officers 
pfi companies are to ufe their beft diligence in 
preparing them for iervice, as far as depends up« 
en them : they are to be taught to fire at maiks 
at d tfertnt diftantecs, and in different fituations; 
to be fully miliucied in the ufe of their bayonet j 
and not to be put into the ranks till they are 
complcat in the material txercile of a ioldier. The 
t filters will likewiie take particular care that the 

recruits 
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recruits be regularly fed, and properly provided 
with necelTaries, ftriclly observing former orders 
relating to the ftoppages ; and they are to look to 
their behaviour and manner of living, and to the 
company they keep, that a proper remedy may 
be applied in time when any thing is found amifs. 

One of the fubaltern officers to be conftantly 
with the recruits when they exercife, to lee they 
are properly inftructed ; and he is to make his 
report to the commanding officer in town every 
day after it is over. 

Whatever the fize of the recruit may be, he is 
to fire, kneeling and (landing, to the front, to 
the rear, and obliquely, and rrom one rank to fix 
deep ; but this is not to be done till they are ac- 
quainted with the ordinary parts of their exer- 
cife, and either by an officer, the adjutant, or 
ierjeant-major. 

When the weather is mild, the companies are 
to be often under arms (either all together, or by 
detachments, as the commanding officer (hall 
order) to praclife the platoon exeicife in diffe- 
rent ffiapes; to be taught to march, with a quick 
ftep, for particular occafions ; and to attack or 
defend themfelves with their bayonets in d fferent 
orders, and as variety of circumftances may re- 
quire. 

When the companies come under arms to 
pradtife the platoon exercife, they are always to 
have pieces of weed inftead of flints, that their 
practice may come the nearer to their, bufineis, 
and be more familiar to them. As ilie alternate 

fire 
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fre by phtDons or divitions, or by companies, is 
the moft finjle, plain, and eafy, and u fed by 
th: bed disciplined troops in Europe, we are at 
ali times to imitate them in that refpeft, making 
every platoon receive the word of cornmind, to 
m^ke ready and fire from the offijer who com- 
mands it ; becaufe in battle the fire of the artil- 
lery and infantry may render it difficult to ufe 
any general finals by beat of drum : but how- 
ever, we are in other rcfpects to conform to the 
eftabliihed difcipline, and to practife all thofe 
things tint are required at the reviews, to which 
the knowledge uf other matters will be no hin- 
drance. 

The commanding officer obferves with con- 
cern, that feveral loldiers have lately been con- 
fined for quitting their guard without leave; and 
from his having accidentally made fome difco- 
veries him(elf, he concludes it is a crime that is 
often committed, to the great prejudice of the 
good order and difcipline for which the regi- 
ment is remarkable. He therefore orders that 
the pritoncr Rouliton be put. in irons and con- 
fined in the dungeon j and that the ferjeant of the. 
guard be defired to call the roll more frequently, 
and not at fet times, as is commonly pra&ifed ; 
and every man that (hall be abfent without leave 
fhall immediately be confined in the black hole, 
and a report made to the commanding officer. It 
is the bufinels of every officer who meets a fol- 
dier of the guard in the Greets to inform himfelf 
certainly whether or not he has leave of abfence.

The duke of Richmond's company marches to 
Tiverton to-morrow [horning ; the lieutenant- 
colonel defiies the foldiers of that company may 
know, that he is highly pleafed with the report 
made him by the commanding officer of their be- 
haviour at Tiverton, and he has particular reafon 
to be fatisfied with their appearance and perfor- 
mance under arms, and the reft of their conduct 
fince they came to Exeter j all which he (hail 
take plealure to make known to the 'duke of 
Richmond their captain, and to lord liury j and 
he recommends to them to go on ftill in the right 
way, aid they may be fure of the friend (hip and 
protection of their officers : and the iieutenant- 
colonel takes this opportunity to thank the offi- 
cers and foldiers of the companies heie for their 
extreme handfome behaviour under a r ms: the 
knowledge and diligence of the officers, arid the 
obedience and attention of the foldiers was very 
confpicuous; and Sir John Mjrdaunt, whore- 
viewed the regiment, exprtlTd his fatisfaction 
in the ftrongeft terms, and will make a proper 
report to his Majefty and the Duke of what he 
faw. 

The lieutenant-colonel hopes that every part 
of the conduct of the foldiers will correipond 
with their appearance under arms, and that ihey 
will behave themfelves in iuch a manner during 
their liay here, that thoie who would be glad 

to 
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to complain againft then rmy be difap-ninted, 
and the quist runeft fubjeS freed fro n the in- 
ger of itjiult or abaie; for there is nothing that 
the king is fo particularly difpleaferl with, as t ! ic 
irregularity of foldiers in th-ir quarters. Foe 
colonel will indulge the defervin^ induftrious 
men to their utmoft defire, and they ihall be al- 
ways lure of his aid and protection j but on the 
other hand he will not fuffer any bad actions to 
go unpunished, nor allow a few vicious and dis- 
orderly men to fix their crimes and dishonour 
upon the whole corps. 

It mult neceffanly happen that difputes will 
f>metimes arife between the foldiers that are 
qua tered in town and the iuhabitan s of a place, 
a id between loldiers of the fame and of different 
regiments; it is therefore the immediate duty of 
the iubalrern officers of the companies to which 
fueh ioldiers belong, who are engaged in thele 
difputes, to go to the place and people where, 
and with whom fuch quarrels have happened, to 
enquire directly into the caufes, and report it to 
their captain and to the commanding officer of 
the regiment j and when the matter appears to 
be or importance, or may be hkeiy to be attended 
with ill coniequences, the officers a e then de- 
fired to take down in writing all the circum- 
fLnccs of the dilpute, together with the evi- 
dences of perfons prel'ent not engaged with the 
dilputing parties ; the court-maruais may have 
light by means of thefe informations taken upon 
the fpot, and the witneiTes may be procured to 

H clear 
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clear the matter up ; and in ca r es where fol- 
dicrs are accufed of robbery or theft, or other ill 
actions, the offi:ers of th.2 company are to dj 
their utmoft endeavours to be well informed in 
all particulars, with the names of the parties in- 
jured, and the nature of the offence, that they 
may make clear and proper reports to their com- 
manding officer, that juftice may bs done upon 
the offender, as well as to thofe who have been 
injured. The officers, and particularly the young 
ones, are defired to read the orders with care, 
that they may not forget any point of duty con- 
tained in them. 

His Majelfy has been pleafed to order that ioo 
men mould be draughted from lord Bury's regi- 
ment to augment colonel Dunbar's, which is to 
be employed in the American tervice j and it is 
lord Bury's orders that the companies of his re- 
giment mould be levelled forthwith. 

By the major's report, and by the accounts of 
the captains and officers who were prefentat the 
draught that was made from the five companies 
at Briftol, it appears that the foldiers did behave 
themfelves upon that occaficn with all the ilea- 
dinefs, chearfulnefs, and obedience that may be 
expected from brave men and good fubje&s $ not 
a man declined the fervice, and all marched ( ff 
With a refolution never to difhonour the corps 
they fervid in, and to do their utmoft for h.s 
Majefty's fervice and the good of their country ; 
futJj tioops as thefe, men that may be depended 
upon in all changes and circumitances, deieive 

to 
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to be confidered as real foldiers, and to be valued 
and eflefmed accordingly. 

Several indecencies have been committed by 
the foldiers, and ihe rudefl and molt provoking 
affronts have been offered to women, even in 
the publitk ftreets j the men are to be told that 
the practice or affronting and infulting the fex is 
unmanly and brutal to the higheft degree, and 
leaves an impreffion very hurtful to the reputa- 
tion of the regiment. The officers are to have 
exact accounts of the private habitation of every 
ioidier who does not lie at his billet, that they 
may give directions to the non-commiffioned 
officers to look to them as often as they think it 
rKceffary. 

A detachment of three fubaltern officers, three 
ferjeants, three corporals, one drummer, and 96 
private men to march to morrow morning to- 
wards Plymouth 5 they are to have 12 rounds of 
ammunition, their duty is to prevent any mutiny 
on board or defertion from the guard mips, 
which they are to execute with diligence and 
fpirit. 

As the ufe of foldiers on board a fleet in an 
engagement depends almoft entirely upon a well 
directed fire, and as the objects to aim at, vary 
every inftant, the foldiers are to practifc to dtrtct 
their mufkets either to the right or left, and to 
take fome particular mark in view before they 
fire, fometimes upen a level, fometimes above, 
and femetimes below; they are to fire (landing 
in two raiiks, with the lowcft men in front. 

Upon 
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Upon a fudden order to get under arms to 
march, or otherwife, all the officers of a com- 
pany are to be with their men as quick as poffi- 
ble; and when they are aflembled with their 
arms, ammunition and neceflaries, the officers 
are to ma?ch them to the general alarm port of 
the regiment ; this order is alwavs to be observed. 
Wh-n the c mpanies of a regiment are cantoned 
or qua r tcred at any diftance rrom each other (and 
it m-jy not be improper to take this opportunity 
to lay, that if it fhould happen in thecourfe of a 
war, if there fhould be a war) that one or more 
companies be cut off or divid'd by an enemy 
from the bulk or body of the regiment, fuch 
company or companies are to charge that enemy 
without lols if t.me, and try to force their way 
through to the colours. As beating to arms in 
the night or upon an alarm is apt to create con- 
fufion and dilorder, it fhould be pradtiled as fel- 
doro as j offjblt j but when there is a neceflity for 
caling ihe troops luddtnly under arms, either to 
reiifi all enemy or to maun and mrpiize thtm, 
or foi any purpofe of war, the cfhcets and non- 
con mifht.ned c fficers of companies fhould call 
their own men out of thtir refpeclive quarters, 
and afltmble them iilenily and quietly at their 
place of parade,, to march from thence in good 
order to tf e general alarm poft of the regiment. 

The lieutenant- colonel hopes that the captains 
will give tiirtctions for a neceffary number of 
gun lcreus, pickers, and worms, to be conftantly 
provided in their relpcclive companies, and pro- 
perly 
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perly diftribured. And he recommends to all 
the officers of the regiment to confider of what 
importance it is to have the arms and ammunition 
of the regiment at all times in the moft exact 
order. 

Ir any foldier of the regiment is feen to make 
ufe of his bayonet to turn the cock fcrew of his 
firelock, or otherwife abufing that weapon, fuch 
foldier will be inftantly impriloned. It is neceffary 
that every foldier in the regiment fhould be 
taugh-- to put a flint into his piece, fo as to pro- 
cure the moft certain fire, and not to cut the 
barrel ;" and it is likewife of great importance that 
every foldier (hould be taught to make up his 
own ammuniiion. Thefe are things that are not 
to be neglected without detriment to the fervice, 
and therelore the lit utenant-colonel recommends 
them to the captains and officers as objects wor- 
th) their attention* 

There are particulars in relation to fiVe arms 
that the foldiers fru uld know ; one is, the quan- 
tity o! powdei m^t throws a ball out of a mufket 
in the tiueft dirtclicn to the mark, and to the 
greatett I ce $ a matter that experience and 

practice will bed difcover j loldiers are apt to 
imagine that a great quantity of powder has the 
beft effect, which is a capital error. The fize 
of the cartridge with ball is another material 
confideration, becaufe when the mufket grows 
foul with repeated firing, a ball too near the cal- 
liber of the mufket will not go down without 
great force, and the danger of firing the piece 

when 
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when the ball is not rammed well home is 
well known : the foldiers mould be informed 
that no other force in ramming down a charge 
is neceflary than to collect the powder and place 
the ball clofe upon it. Jf the ball is rammed too 
hard upon the powder, a great part of it will 
not take fire, and confequently the (hot will be 
of fo much the lefs force. As the war feems to 
be inevitable, the officers are defired to turn their 
thoughts to what may be mod ufeful and fervice- 
able to his majefty's affais and the good of the 
country, as far as we can contribute to it ; and if 
any cfficer has any thing at any time to propofe 
that he thinks pan be of ufe, the lieutenant- 
colonel will be particularly obliged to fuch offi- 
cer for the difcovery, and will give him all the 
thanks that are due. The lieutenant-colonel 
begs that the young officers will not lock lightly 
over the orders and directions that are given, but 
that they will confider them as they arc really 
intended, meant for their inductions, and his 
majefty's fervice. 

If the foldiers of a company difcover a malig- 
tier at sny time, or one of thofe rafcals that ihun 
duty and danger, from cowardice or effeminacy, 
they are to inform the non-commiffiontd officers 
of the company, who is to acquaint the captain 
of it, that fuch female characters, may be pro- 
perly diilinguifhed. 

1 he lieutenant-colonel has been told that fome 
ha\e pretended illnefs to avoid field-days and or- 
o»iia;y exttciie ; how unfit fuch men as theie are 

for 
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for war may bt eafily imigined, and h:> v well 
they merit contempt and punishment: foldiers 
are to understand that constant and regular exer- 
cife is as neceffary for their health as it is for 
thei r inltruftion j and that a.i army of men, un- 
difcipliied, untaught, and unufe i to any fatigne, 
is an ea(y prey to people trained in arms, and 
brought up in all the exercifes of war. If ever 
the lieutenant-colonel hears, or is informed, that 
a foldier express himfelf to be diffatisSei with. 
exercile, or work, or marching, or any other 
duty that falls to his (hare, or that he drops 
words tending to difcourage the young men, or 
finds fault with whatfoever is ordered or appointed, 
he will particularly take notice of fuch foldier, 
and will treat him as (o pernicious and villain- 
ous a conduit deferves } and if any thing or that 
kind is ever difcovered in a non-commiflioned 
officer, he muft expert no mercy or forgiveneis. 
It is the distinguished character of a good foldier 
to go through every part of his duty with chear- 
fulncfs, reioluion, and obedience. 

The commanders, in their refpective quarters, 
will lee that the foldiers are regular in their at- 
tendance on divine fervice j and it is hoped they 
do all in their power to abolifh drunkennefs and 
fwearing (vices peculiar to the Britifh troops) 
from amonglt them j at leaf!, that they will re- 
prefent the infamy and brutality of fuch vices, 
and puniih the offenders.— 'Several foldiers have 
taken upon them to marry without the confent 
or approbation of their captains : the lieutenant- 
colonel 
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colonel will have a lid fent of thefe mens names 
with the fkft orderly mm. 

Fie has been informed that fome mean ratals 
have agreed with the magiftra'es, or civil orrijer-, 
in their quarters to nnrry proftitutes and comm ,n 
whores tor pecuniary confederations, to eric great 
dishonour and difcredit of the troops — If ever 
any thing of this fort comes to his knowledge, 
he will never forgive the offender, n >r conuier 
him in any other light than as the iaft and mull 
contemptible of fcoundrels, and will order him 
to be treated as fuch upon all occatijns. 

When the companies are reviewed in fair 
weather, the men are to do the platoon exeicile 
with their knapfacks on, to accuftom them to 
ule their arms und.T this difadvantage j becaufe 
it often happens that thdy are obliged to ri^ht 
in that manner j and therefore great care ihould 
be taken to place them in fuch a manner upon 
the loldie s backs as to be the leaft inconvenient. 

Oft. 22. — The battalion is to match ioitnwith 
to the coait of Kent, to afiift in the deience uf 
the country. Thirty- fix rounds ofr ammunition 
to be delivered to every man that marches, and 
as many rounds to be carried by the combines 
they belong to, for the corporals and men as are 
gone on the recruiting lervice, but will pro- 
bably join the divifit n on the march. Aims and 
accoutrements are to be carried for ieventy rank 
and file. All the flints are to be dcliveieu to the 
men. 

Every foldier of the regiment to be provided 
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\v\\h i ftopper of wood or co-k. for the mizzle" 
or" his mullcet, a id fomethjng to (1)0 the touch- 
h;!e, to keep on the wet in rainy weather. 

his his rmjstyYpleaftire that bat and ha;*- 
gqffe horfes be forthwith provided for the tvven- 
tieth regiment of foot: and the captains aid 
o-Ti :ers are to pr wide theoifeW.-s as expeditioiifly 
ofllhle, either before they march, or up™ 
j arch, in confequeace oi toj king's con- 
man dr. 

If, in this fituation of things, a foldier fh/>uld 
be wanting in his duty, maiigner, or quit his 
divifi >n, or mifcehaving upon the march, or in 
quartets, he tfiall b^ punimed wi h double 
;ri:y ; and the officers who lead the div fi ns 
are commanded to preferve the drifted ordsr, 
di cipline, and obedience. When the men ard 
crouded in their quarters they mull content them- 
klves with Oraw, without murmur or complaint* 
If the enemy lands (as they fcem to intend) 
the lieutenant- colonel does not doubt but that 
the officers and ioldiers will adl againlt them 
with the refolution and courage of men who 
mean to dirtinguim themfelves in the defence of 
their king and country, and with the fpiiit of a 
free people. 

G R A V E S E N D. 

The lieutenant-colonel has been told, that 
fome of the men, rather than riilagree with ge- 
neral Stewart's people, or complain, were con- 

I tented 
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tented with ftraw and fuch covering as the 
houfes in Dartford could aff>rd. The lieutenant- 
colonel is extrem ly well pleafed with (his fort of 
behaviour, and thinks it m*rily and (oldier-likej 
but at the fame time, he defi es the foldsers tnay 
be allured, that they (hall always be prottct-d in 
their juft rights when they make their dirmnds 
through the officers, and with modefty and de- 
cency. 

CANTERBURY/ 

The lieutenant-colonel is perfuaded that the 
officers will in all relpects maintain and keep up 
the discipline of the regiment in its full force, 
and he hopes the foldiers will behave themfelvfs 
in fuch a manner as not to oblige their officers 
to ufe feverity and correction. 

A corps of well trained foldiers, ought at all 
times to value themfclves upon an exact and re- 
gular performance of every part of their duty, 
but particularly at this time, when they may be 
moil ulcful and ferviceable. 

If the battalion changes their quarters, they 
will carry every thing with them; but if the 
French attempt to invade the country, and we 
march in order to oppoie them, the ioldiers are 
not to be burthened with too many neceflarirs in 
their knapfacks. Three fhirts, two pair of good 
ihoes, three pair, of itrong worfted ftockings, 
and one pair of foals, is all that will be wanted j 
the reft mud be left behind, and directions will 
be given for the fecurity of all the iu^erfluous 
baggage of the regiment. All 
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All the centries are to wear watch coats from 
retreat-beating till day-light, and they may wear 
th-oi in t*i"e day-time when it mows or rains, or 
when the weather is very cold j centries in (harp 
weather mould keep moving near their polls, ef- 
peciaiiy when they h&ve no box nor cover to 
h:che' ihem »rom the inclemency of the air. 

The next time the regiment is under arms it is 
to be formed in the following order of battle by 
companies. Captain Beckwiih's company upon 
the right of the battalion, with the colonel's 
company upon its left, makes the right grand 
diviiion under captain Reckwith's command ; 
captain Wiikiof. n's company upon the left of the 
battalion., with the lieutenant-colonel's upon its 
righr, makes the left grand divifion of the regi- 
ment und<;r captain Wiikinfon's command j cap- 
ta.n Maxwell's company upon the left of the 
colonel's, with the major's upon its left, makes 
the fecond grand divifion or the right wing of the 
battalion under captain Maxwell's command • 
the duke of Richmond's company upon the right 
of the lieutenant - colonel's, with captain M c - 
Duwali's upon its right, makes the fecond grand 
divifion of the left wing of the battalion under 
the Duke of Richmond's command, or in his 
abience under captain M'Dowali's command.— 
Ihcie eight companies are each to be told off 
into two platoons tor ihe prefent ; but they upon 
other occasions may only be confidefed as one 
platoon, if their numbers or other circumstances 
uquife it. 

The 
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The company of grenadiers is to be drawn up 
together upon the right of the battalion, and cap- 
tain Gcy's roan any as a piquet upon the left, 
each at a iitfle diftance from the battalion, ar.d 
to'd oft into two platoons. 

The officers a:e ?o be with their own compa- 
nies, wheie there are two captains in a grand di- 
vifion, one of them is to be in the rear, and one 
lieutenant is to be placed in the rear of each or 
the othnr grand divifions. 

One old loldier of every company (except the 
grenadiers) is to be chofen for the guard of the 
colours, or a younger man of unexceptional* e 
character, fcr whofe behaviour the captain will be 
anfwtrable; thvfe men are to be fuch as have 
never been punched for any crime, or even un- 
der fenttnee. 

This little platoon, with two ferjeants, two 
corporals, fupported by the hatchet-men, are to 
guard and defend the colours, and a proper effi- 
cer will be appointed to command them. 

If the batulion mould be ordered to attack the 
enemy in this or any oiher order of battle, a 
captain or officer commanding a company or pla- 
teon (hall he at liberty to except againfl; any par- 
ticular man, recruit, or young foldier, who ap- 
pears t.mid, and turn fuch foidicr out of the 
ranks, that his fears may have no influence upon 
the reft. 

The regiment is not to be formed in this man- 
ner but when it is pankularly ordered*

Jnftr uft ions for the 20th Regiment in (cafe the 
French land) given by Lieutenant- colonel 
Wolfe at Canterbury. 

Dec 15, 1755. — Whoever fha'l throw away 
bis arms in an adVton, whether officer, non-com- 
miffioned officer, or foldier (unlefs it appears that 
they are damaged fo as to be ufelelb) either under 
pretence of taking up others that are of a be'ter 
fort, or for any other caufe whitfoever, mud ex- 
pect to be tried by a general court-martial for 
the crime. 

If a ieijeant leaves the platron he is appointed 
to, or does not take upon him the immediate 
command of it in cafe the officer falls, fuch fer- 
jeant will be tried for his life as foon as a court- 
martial can be conveniently affembled. — Neither 
officer, non-commimoned officer, or folder, is 
to leave his platoon or abandon the colours for a 
flight wound ; while a man is able to do his du- 
ty, and can (land and hold his aims, it is infa- 
mous to retire. 

The battalion is not to halloo or cry out upnn 
any account whaifoever, although the rett of the 
troops mould do it, until they are ordered to 
charge vfrtth their bayonets; in that cafe, and 
when they are upon a point of rufhing upon the 
enemy, the battalion may give a war-like fliout 
and run in. . - 

Before- a battle begins, aod while a battalion 
is marching towards the enemy, the officer com- 
ma 1. 
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manding a platoon is to be at the head of his 
n g frequently back upon them to fee 
thai they are in order, the (e'rjeant in the mean 
while taking his place in the interval, and the 
officers are not to go to the flanks of the pla- 
toons till they have orders, or a tignal fo to do 
n the officer commanding the battalion, and 
this will only be given a little before the action 
b g ns. 

If the battalion (hould be crowded at any 
t>rn<% or confined in their ground, the captain 
; e commanding a grand division may or- 
der his centre platoon to fall back till the bat- 
t ili Q can extend itfelf again, fo as to take up its 
lifual g'0-.ind. 

A!l the officers upon the left of the colours 
are to be upon the left of their platoons; the cap- 
tain of the picquet is to be on the let t of his 
picquet, and the enfign in the centre. 

Every grand divifion confiding of two com- 
panies, as they now are, is to be toid iff in three 
platoons, to btf commanded by a captain, a 
lieutenant, and an enfign, wiih a Icrj ant to 
each ; the reft of the officers and non-comif- 
fionvd officers a?e to be d:ftributed in the rear 
to com pleat the files, to keep the men in their 
dot), and to lupply the places of the officers or 
the teijejnts that may be killed or dangeronfly 
w una d. 

Every mufketeer is to have a couple of fpare 
balls, *n excellent flint in his piece, another cr 
two in his pouch, and as much amunition as 
he can C3rry. A foldier 
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A foldier that takes his market off his moulder 
an-i pretends to begin the batde without or 
wili be pat to death thatinftant: the cowardice 
or irregular pr )cee,di gs of .;n- man is not^to put 
the whole in d ;nger. 

A foldier that q aits his rank, or orT-rs to fly, 
is to be ihftantly rut to death by the officer i t 
commands mat platoon, or by the ofl&cei 
leant in the, rear of that platoon; a loldier rl 
not deferve to live who wja't fight for his king 
and country. 

If a non-commlflihned officer or private man 
is milling after an action, and joins his company 
afterwards unhurt, he will be reputed a coWard 
and a fugitive, and he will be tried for h:s life. 

The drummers are to ftay with their refj 
tive companies to affi.t their wounded men. 

Every officer, and tvery non-comm ffioned 
officer, is to kep ftriclly to his pott and platoon, 
from the beginning to the end oi an ad ion, 
to prderve all pcffible order and obohence j the 
contufion cccafioned by the lois of men, an 
noifc or artillery and tiit (kv-try, will require every 
officer's ftn&eit attention to his dirty. 

When the hks o. a platccn are dilbrdered by 
the lofs of men, they are tu be completed afrc-ih 
with the utmult expedition, in which the officers 
and norr-conomiffioned officers in the tear are to 
be aid'ng and amlting. 

Officers are never to go from one part of the 
battalion to another, without order, upon any 
pretence whatioever. 

The 
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The ei^'u cTT»pani°s of the battalion are never 
to purfue the enemy, without particular orders fo 
to do; the picqu^t and grenadiers will be dench- 
ed fjr that purpofe, and the battalion is to march 
on in good order to fupport them. 

If the firing is ordered to begin by platoons, 
either from the wings or from the center, it is 
to proceed in a regular manner, tiii the enemy is 
defeated, or til! the fignal is given for attacking 
them with the bayonets. 

If we attack a body lefs in extent than the bat- 
talion, the platoons upon the winps mud be 
careful to direct their fie obliquely fo as to 
ftrike upon the enemy. The efficers to inform 
the (oldiers of his platoon, before the action be- 
gins, where they are to direct their fire ; and 
they are to take good aim to deilroy their ad- 
versaries. 

There is no neceffoty for firing very faft ; a 
cool well levelled fire, with the pieces caret ully 
loaded, is much more deftructive and formidable 
than the quickeft fire in confufion. 

The foldiers are to take their orders intirely 
from the officer of the platoon, and he is to give 
them with all pofiible coolnefs and refolution. 

If a battalion in the front line (hould give way 
and retire in diforder towards ihe iecond line, 
and towards that part of it where we are polled- 
(according to the prefent order of batth) every 
other platon, or every other c- mpany, is to 
march forward a little, leaving intervals open for 
the difordertd trcops to pais through, and alter 

they 
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• are gone by, the battalion forms into one 
froni moves forward to take poft in the 

firft line from whence the broken battalion re- 
tired. 

a battalion upon either flink gives way, and 
is dc , the picqoet or grenadier company, 

wherever it happens to be, is to fall back imme- 
diately, without any confufion, and protecl that 
flank of t'-e regiment. 

The misbehaviour of any oth^r corps will not 
affect this battalion, becaufe the officers are de- 
le: mind to give the ftrongeil proofs of their 
fiiehty, z>al, and c jurage, in which the foldiers 
I fecond them with their ufual ipirit. 

If the order of battle be fuch (and the country 
admit of it) that it is neceffjry to make breaches 
in the enemy's line for the caftahy to fall in upon 
them, the grand divifions of ihe rejiment are 
h to joim a firing column of three pla:oons in 
depth, which are to march forward and pierce 
the enemy's battalion in four places, that the 
cavaiiy behind us may get in amongft them and 
d.ftroy them. In iuch an attack, only the firft 
of the three platoons mould fire, immediately 
prefent their bayonets, and charge. — Thefe four 
bodies are to be careful not to run into one ano- 
ther in their attack, but to prefeive the intervals 
at a proper diftance. 

All a; tacks in the night are to be made with the 
bayonets, unlefs when troops are polled with no 
other dtiign than to alarm, harafs, or fatigue 
the enemy, by firing into their eut-pofts, or into 

thui camp. 

* K If 
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If Intrenchments or redoubts are to be defend- 
ed obftinately, the fire is to beg'n in a regular 
manner, when the enemy is within (hot, at about 
200 yards, and to continue till they approach 
very near ; and when the troops perceive that 
they endeavour to get over the parapet, they are 
to fix their bayonets and make a bloody refinance. 

All fmall parties that are intended to fire upon 
the enemy's columns or marches, upon their ad- 
vanced guard, or their rear, are to pert thern- 
felves fo as to be able to annoy the enemy with- 
out danger, and to cover themfelvcs with (light 
bread:- works of fod, behind the hedges, or with 
trees, or walls, or ditches, or any other pro- 
tection, that if the enemy returns the fire it may 
do no mifchief : thefe parties are to keep their 
pods till the enemy prepares to attack them with 
a fuperiority ; upon which they are to retire to 
feme oiher place of the lame kind, and fire in 
the fame manner, condantly retiiing when they 
are pufhed. 

But when a confiderable detachment of foot 
is pofted to annoy the enemy upon their march, 
with orders to retire when attacked by a fuperior 
force, the country behind is to be carefully exa- 
mined, and fome parties to be fent off early to 
poit thcmielves in the mod advantageous man- 
ner to cover the retreat of the red: ; this is always 
to be done in all htuations when a confiderable 
body is commanded to retire. 

Jr an intrenchment is to be attacked, the troops 
(hould move as quick as pcflible towards the 

place, 
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pbce, not in a line, but in fmall firing columns 
of three or four platoons in depth, with Imall 
parties between each column, who are to fire at 
the top of the parapet when the columns ap- 
proach to divert ihe enemy's fie, and facilitate 
their palling the ditch, and getting over lue pa- 
rapet, which they mult endeavour to do without 
tafs of time. 

It is oflttle purpofe to fire at men who 
are covered with an intrenchment j but by attack- 
ing in the manner above-mentioned one may 
fucceed. 

h the feat of war mould be in this firong in* 
cloied country, it will be managed chiefly by 
fie, and every inch of ground that is proper for 
defence difputcd the with enemy ; in which cafe 
the fo dicrs will foon perceive the advantage of 
levelling their pieces properly; and they will 
likewiie dilcover the ufe of feveral evolutions 
that they may now be at a lofs to compre- 
hend. — The greater facility they have in moving 
from place to place, and from one inclofure to 
another (either together or in feparate bodies) 
without confufion or diforder, the eafier they 
will fall upon the enemy with advantage, or 
retire when it is proper fo to do, fomeiimes'to 
draw the enemy into a dangerous pcfition, at 
other times to take pofftfiion of new places 
of defence that will be conftantly prepared be- 
hind them. 

It the battalion attacks another of nearly equal 
extent, whole flanks are not covered, the gre- 
nadiers 
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nadiers and picqnet may be ordered to 

themfclves, and furround the enemy by 

ing their flank and rear, while the eight e 

panies charge them in front. The gi 

and pirquet mould therefore be accuftomed to 

lh fe tori of m vfments, thai they nuy execute 

their orders with a great deal of expedition. 

If the battalion is to attack another battalion 
of equal force, and of like number of ranks, and 
the country quite open, it is highly probable, 
that, after firing a few rounds, they will be com- 
manded to charge them with their bayonets, for 
which the offiw.es and men fh.Jiiid be prepared. 

If the centre of the battalion is attacked by a 
column, the wings muft be extremely careiul to 
fire obliquely. That part of the battalion a^ainft 
which the column marches, muft referve their 
fire, and it iruy have time to put two or three 
bullets in their pieces, it muft be done. When 
the column is within about twenty yards they 
muft fire with a good aim, which will nectffa- 
rily ftop them a little. This bedy may then 
open from the center, and retire by files towards 
the wings of the regiment, while the neighour- 
ing platoons wheel to the right and left, and 
either fire, if they are loaded, or clofe up and 
charge with their bayonets.

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the enemy extend themfclves to fire through the 
hedges, the objed to fite at may be as (mail as 
poffibie, and the march of the retiring body as 
quick as'poffible. 

I'he death of an officer commanding a compa- 
ny or platoon fj^ail be no excuie for the cen-ulkn 
or m (behaviour of that platoon j for while there 
is an officer or non-commsffioned officer left alive 
to command, no man is to abandon his colours 
and betray his country. 

The lois of the field officers will be fupplied 
(if it fhculd (o happen) by the captains, who will 
execute the plan of the rtgiment with honour. 

if the battalion Ihouid have ihe misfortune to 
be inverted in their quarters (or in a pod which 
they are not commanded to defend) by a great 
fuperioriiy,they have but one remed), which is, to 
pierce the enemy's line or lines in the night and 
get off. In this cafe the battalion atfacks with their 
ranks and files clofed, with their bayonets fixed, 
and without firing a lhot. They will be formed 
in dn order of attack fuited to the place they are in. 
All poffibie means will be uled, no doubt, to 
furpnze them -, but if they are found in arms 
they are to be. vigorcufly attacked with the bay- 
onets.— It is neediels to think of firing in the night, 
becauie of the contufion it creates, and the uncer- 
tainty of hitting any object in the dark.— A co- 
lumn that rtoeives the enemy's fi^e, and falls 
immeditcly in amongft them muft necefTarily 
defeat them, and create a \ay great disorder in 
their araiy. 

All 
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All the young officers of the regiment are to 
be conftant in their attendancce upon the pa: 
snd st the exercife of any detachment or com- 
panies, unless when other duties interfere -, if 
any report is made to the commanding officer of 
the neglect or failure of attendance of any young; 
officers hereafter, whom the major lias directed 
to attend, fuch officers mull expect to be feverely 
reprimanded, and diftinguiffied in public or- 
ders. 

The regiment may take the field early in the 
fpring, and therefore it is abfoluteiy ncctif^ry 
tnat the officers fliould acquire fome knowledge 
or their duty as quick as poffib'e. 

When the guard does the platoon exercife, the 
adjutant is to appoint a young officer to the nghr, 
and snother to the left of the guard, and they 
are to give the words of command loud and dijf- 
tinct, with proper intervals between them j pla- 
toon, inftead of take care, make ready, prefent, 
fire. 

Lieutenant is publickly reprimanded for 

neglect of duty upon guard j if the officers give 
ill examples it is not to be wondered that the 
foldiers are remifs. 

When any officer omits to vifit his guard fre- 
quently, to fend out his patroles constantly, and 
to receive their reports, and when fuch officers 
go to bed at eleven at night, robberies and other 
lawlefs fcandalous actions may be committed 
with impunity.

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The young officers are to be informed that 
vigilance and an exact attention to (heir diry 
upon guard is expected from them in the ttricteit. 
manner, aid that nothing like what has already 
happened wiil be overlooked for the future. 

The lieutenant-colonel is extremely we!l pick- 
ed to {i'lo* that the foldiers of colonel Honey- 
men c were not concerned in the rob- 
:i that hive been of iatc committed, and he 
is willing to hope mat the far greater part of 
them have a j jit abhorrence of fuch monftrous 
crimes. 

The men (houkl confider that they are upon 
the point of entering into a war fur the defence 
of their country againft an enemy who has long 
meditated the deftru&ion of it: that a drunken, 
vicious, irregular army is but a poor defence to 
a {-:ne ; but that virtue, courage, aud obedience 
in the troops ?.re a fate guard againft all afT*ults ; 
that the troops that are pofted in this country are 
deuVned to repel the enemy's firft attempt ; and 
that they mould be in readinefs to execute 
their part with honour and fpirit, and not give 
themfelves up to every excels, and to every 
irregularity in times like thele : both officers 
and foldiers (Inula exert themfelves in every 
part of duty, and Ihew their cuuntiymen that 
they deferve their e(ieem and coniideration -, and 
they mould endeavour in a particular manner to 
recommend themielves to his m\jefty, and to 
the captain general, by their zeal, fidelity, aud 
valour.

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Order of Exercife for the Regiment of Dragoons 
and the two Regiments of Foot quartered at 
Canterbury. 

The enemy is fuppofed to have four battalions 
in one line, whofe flanks cannot be turned : this 
fuppofed line (hall be marked cut by flakes of 
five feet fev n inches above the ground, to 
regulate the movement of the troops, and to 
guide their levelling well ; the two regiments 
(hall conform to the practice of the army in 
their firings, and in their telling off roe bat- 
talion.

The officers who command platoons (ball flop 
the firing when the cavalry charge, and drefs 
their ranks and files, that the line may be formed 
by going to the right about and wheeling by 
battalion - t the king's to the left as now faced, 
the twentieth regiment to the right, while the 
cavalry purfue* 

The cavalry (hall be drawn up in two ranks, 
the referve at 300 yards diftance from the infan- 
try till they begin to wheel, at which time they 
/hall trot brifkly, and in good order, through 
the intervals as above directed. The cavalry on 
the wings (hall not approach nearer the enemy 
than 200 yards till they begin their charge, 
which (hall be when the battalions are formed 
in their fecond pofition $ they (hall then charge 
on a brifk trot and in good order. 

The lieutenant-colonel defires that the cap- 
tains will acquaint their men that H. K. H. the 
duke has exprefled his approbation of their ap- 
pearance and behaviour under arms in very 
ftrong terms j and he has been plealed to fay, he 
has conceived a good opinion of the corps, and 
dees not doubt but they will take the firft oppor- 
tunity to diftingui(h themfelves. 

As the regiment has been particularly diftin- 
guished in the late promotions, and a number of 
officers of great merit taken out of the corps, it 
is hoped it will be the conrtant endeavours of 
their iucceffors to promote the discipline and con- 

fequently 
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fequently the honour of the regiment. The 
capcains are defired to omit nothing that will 
tend to the inftru&ion and improvement cf the 
young fubaltern officers who are lately come 
amongft us, each in his own company, and to 
that end they may have a platoon or the whole 
company under arms as often ss they pleafe, 
giving notice to the comanding officer of the re- 
giment. 

Several captains having reprefented to the 
commanding officer of tne regiment the remiiT- 
nefs, neglect, and ignorance of fome non-com- 
comiffiuiKd officers, particularly thoie of the 
lad promotion, which neglects, &c. tend to 
weaken and deftroy the regiment; that thefe 
non-commiffioned officers, io far from doing 
their duty in the abfence of their officers, by 
maintaining a neceffary degree of iubordination 
and obedience, do fuffer and connive at many ill 
actioosand irregularities and that when the com- 
panies are under arms they are incapable of giving 
any affiftance to the officers, or even of complet- 
ing and telling off the companies for the ordi- 
nary part of exercife; that they overlook and 
permit many unfoldier-like practices upon guard 
and other duties : thofe non-commiifioncd of- 
ficers are therefore to be informed, that the lieu- 
tenant colonel is determined to reduce to the 
ranks all fuch a9 are wilfully negligent, or too 
ignorant for their Nations ; and it fhall be his ut- 
moit endeavours (in which he dehtes the captains 
and officers to afiift) to find out perfons fir for 

thefe 
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thefe employments, and who will acquit them- 
Iclves with Ipirit and diligence, being concerr ed 
to perceive that by the want of proper attention 
and proper behaviour in fc me. ot the lerjeanu 
ar:d cc.rporals, there is a vifible decline in the 
ducipline ot the regiment.

according to their rank, or the inconveniency of 
their fixation. 

The men are to take their knapfacks, tools, 
camp necelTiries, and one blanket of their fea- 
b'dding, belides their own blankets, 36 rounds 
of ammunition, and four days provifion. The 
Rangers and light infantry are not to take their 
baggage on more in the morning $ two days pro- 
vifions, and a blanket only. 

As the weather in the months of July and Au- 
guft is generally very warm in Canada, there are 
to be no more than five men to a tent ; or if the 
commanding officer likes it better, and has camp 
equipage enough, he may order only four. 

Otway's, Webb's, and the highland regiment, 
who are each in numbers equal to two battalions, 
are to encamp their company in double rows of 
tents, that they may have more room and more 
air in their encampment, and confequently be 
healthy. 

The two pieces of artillery in the RufTel are to 
be landed after the troops are on more, or fooner 
. if there be occafiwn. The officers muft be con- 
tented with a very little baggage for a day or two, 
until it can be conveniently carried to camp. 

In each flat-bottomtd boat there will be an 
officer of the men of war and 12 men : and no 
more than 70 foldiers are to be landed at a time* 
thofe will help to row the boats* 

1 he provifions for the troops are for the future 
to be at full allowance.

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All reports to be made to the brigadier of the 
day. 

All detachments of light infantry or compa- 
nies of Rangers, when ported in the front, rca^ 
or flank of the army, if out of fight, are to ac- 
quaint the officer commaading che brigad- ur 
corps neareft to them of their fixation. 

The detachment which was under colonel 
Culeton's command is to return their tools and 
ipare ammunition immediately to the command- 
ing officer of the artillery. 

Whenever the regiments fend for ftraw or any 
thing g\(q they may want, proper officers malt 
go with the men to prevent luch irregularities as 
the general faw yefterday, and will be obliged 10 
purwlh very feverely. 

No detachments, either with or without arms, 
are to be fent to any diftance from the camp 
without the knowledge of the brigadier general 
of the day. 

Regiments or detachments, when cantoned, 
mud always have an alatm-poft or place of 
afilmbly. 

It is ordered once for all, that all are to keep 
dole to the encampment, and are nut to pals 
without the out-guard, or wander through the 
country in the dilorderly manner that has been 
oblerved here. 

The army muft hold itfelf in conftant readi- 
nefs to get under arms, either to march or to 
fi^ht, at the iiiortcft warning.

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When the ten companies of grenadiers of the 
line are collected ?s one corps they are to be 
commanded by colonel Burton, with major 
Moms to affiit him. 

The grenadiers of Lou fbourg and major Dal- 
ling's light infantry are 10 receive their orders 
fr< m colonel Carleton ; this laft corps, two com- 
panies cf Rangers', tfu Quarter-maficr's and camp 
colour-men of the army, and a hatchet-man, 
With a felling ax, of each r< giment are to affem- 
ble at rmjor Daliing's cantonment at 12 to- mor- 
row, in readmels to march under coknel Cai le- 
an's command ; captain Debbeig, Engineer, is 
to go with this detachment. 

Major Scott is immediately to order a com- 
pany of R^ngeis t > take charge of the cattle lor 
the ufe ot the army.

in this tituation a fmah party will be able to de- 
fend itlelr till fuccour arrives, or at leaft will 
give time for the troops to get under arms. 
Jso cemries aie ever to be plactd within point 

blank 
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blank mufket (hot of a wood, unlefs behind 
ft i.i^s or trees fo as not to be feen. 

in a woody country detachments muft never 
halt or encamp in the little openings in the 
woods; nor ever pafs through them without ex- 
amining the (kirts with ail imaginable care 
and precaution. Next to valour the bert quali- 
ties m a m litary man are vigilance and caution. 
If th'- p.ovifions^can be lauded and the cans 
brought up, the army will march tomorrow by 
the left by files in one column, and in tne order 
in which rhey ftiould have encamped. 

The general beats at four, the aiLmbly at five, 
and the army marches at fix. 

Colonel Howe's corps of infantry with the quar- 
ter- rniftc'-s and camp colour-men is to precede the 
maich of t^e army two hours, and poll detach- 
ments in all the fufpedted places ot the road to 
prevent ihe column's being fired at from behind 
the trees by raicals who da e not (hew tnemfeives.

the beii-rerm j cafes for the hammers of the 
muflcets mud be provided, that the arms may not 
go iff and do bairn* 

The firft foldier that is takeji beyond the out- 
guards, either in the front, Hank, or rear of the 
army, contrary to the moil pofuive orders, (hall 
be tiied by a general court-martial. 

Any foldier who is found with plunder in hit 
tent, or returning to the army with plunder of 
any kind, not taken by order, mall be tent to 
the provoft: in irons, in order to be tried fur his 
life. 

An inclofed place being necefTary near the 
camp for the fecuirty of the cattle of the army, 
the foldicrs are forbid to break down any fence 
for fire-wocd or other purpofes where the cattle 
are (hut in.

Brigadier general Townfhend's brigade to be 
ready to embark at a very fhort warning ; their 
tents to be left (landing with a proper guard. 

The line is never to turn out but when order* 
ed j the quarter and other guards, and out-pofls t 
to turn out to the commander in chief only, with 
fhouldered arms, and but once a day 5 they arc 
to pals the ufual compliments to the brigadier 
generals.

ORDERS and REGULATIONS. 

The object of the campaign is to compleat 
the cenqueft of Canada, and to finifh the war 
in America ; the army under the commarda in 
chict will enter into the colony en the lice of 

Montreal! 
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Montreal, while the fleet and army attack the 
governor general and his forces. 

Great fufficiency of pn;v>fions, and a nume- 
rous artillery is provided, and from the known 
valour of the troops the nation expects (uccefs. 
Thcfe battalions have acquired reputation the Jait 
campaign, and it is not doubted but they will 
be caeful to preferve it ; from this confidence, 
the general has allured the fecretary of fta;e in 
his letters, that whatever may be the event of 
this campaign, his majefty and the country will 
have reafun to be fatiifisd with the army under 
bis command. 

The general means to carry the bufinefs through 
with as little lofs as podiblc, and with the higheft 
regard to the fifety and prefervation of the troops; 
to that end he experts that the men work chear- 
f jlly and diligently, without the lead unfoldier- 
like murmur or complaint, and that his few but 
n.cefTiry orders fhould be llricily obeyed. 

T he General propofes foitifying h's camp in 
fuch a manner as to put it entirely out of the 
enemy's power to attempt any thing by turpi ize, 
and that the troops may reft in lecurity alter 
their fatigues. 

As the fafety of an army depends In a great 
meafure upon the vigilance of the out pofts, any 
officer or non-commiffioned tfiicer who (hall fuf- 
fer himfelf to be furprifed, mult not expert to be 
forgiven. 

When any alarm is given, or when the enemy 
i3 perceived to be in motion, and that it be ne- 

cefTiry 
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cefTary to put the troops under arms, it is to be 
done without n ji'e or coofufion. 

The Brigades are to be ranged in order of bat- 
tle by the brigadier generals at the head of the 
camp, in readinefs to obey the orders they (hail 
receive. 

Falfe alarms are hurtful to an army, and dis- 
honourable to thofe that occafion them; the 
out polls are to be fure the entmy is in motion, 
before they lend their intelligence. Soldiers are 
rv>t to go beyond the out-guards, the advanced 
centintls t*ill fire upon thofe who attempt to 
pals beyond the proper bounds. 

It may be prober to apprize the corps, that 
the genera) may perhaps think it neceflary to or- 
der 1 me r the light troops to retire bclore the 
enemy at times, lo as to draw them nearer the 
aimy, with a view either to engage them 
to fight at a difacvantage, or to cut off their 
re- eat. 

T he light infantry of this army are to have 
their bay nets, as the want ofamunition may at 
ft me times be lupplud by that weapon, ana be* 
caule no man (home! leave his poft, under pre- 
tence that all Ms cartridges were fired. 

1(» muft attacks of tne night it mud be re- 
rmmb-red thot bayonets are preferable to fire. 

I hat the fcrvice of the campaign may be full 
as equal as pofhhle upon the whole, the corp6 
tii i do duty for their feveral ftrcngths j no 
changes mall be made in the firil: regulations, 
umclb any particular Ids mould make it neceflary. 

Ail 
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All cattle or provisions taken by any detach- 
ment of the amy is to be delivered into the 
public magazines of the amy, for the u(e and 
bent-fir of the whole. M'Weir the commifiary 
will give receipts for it. 

No churches, houfes, or buildings of any 
kind are to be burnt or deftroyed without orders. 

The peafams that regain in their habitations-, 
their women and children, are to be treated 
with humanity ; if any violence is offered to a 
woman, the offender fhall be pumihed with 
death. 

It any perfons are detected in robbing the 
tents of «he officers or futlers, they will oe (if 
cond mcied) certainly executed. 

The commanders of regiments are anfwerable 
that no rum or fpirits of any kind be fold in or 
near the camp, when the fuldiers are fatigued 
wi.h work or wet upon duty. 

The general will order fuch refreshments as 
he knows will be of fervice to them, but is de- 
termined to alLw no drunkennefs or licentiouf- 
ncis in the army. 

If any futler has the prefumption to bring 
rum on (bore, in contempt of the generals regu- 
lations, fuch futler fhall be fent to the provolt's 
in irons, and his goods confiscated. 

The general wiil make it his bufinefs, as far 
as he is able, to reward luch as fhall particularly 
dilUnguiih ihemlelves ; and, on the other hand, 
he will puniih any mifbehaviour in an examplary 
manner.

in order to preferve the health of the troops, 
each regiment and corps are to make new necef- 
fary-houks, at leaft every third day, and thr^w 
fome earth in them daily. They are to be m.ide 
by the front line as far advanced as they conve- 
niently can, and thofe of the fecond line as tar 
in the rear of the whole encampment. 

The quarter-guards of the front line are to ad- 
vance at leait joo yard?, and if nectlTaiy are to 
throw up feme little work to defend them.

Ocway's are to occupy the houfes where the light 
infantry now are; a company of grenadiers to 
encamp in the redoubt j the artillery to be brought 
clofc under the bill > two pofts to be fo lifted, 
one before Monckton's, and one before B agg's. 
A battery of fix pieces of cannon to be mark d 
out immediately to oppofe the enemy's fi-e; and, 
as loon as it can conveniently be done, another 
battery of four guns (hall be erected upon the 
lummit of the hill overlooking the Fall, and 
commanding the ground on the other fide. 

In cafes when the fecurity of the camp mud 
be immediately attended to, the troops mult ex- 
pect to meet with extraordinary fatigues j and as 
they go through them with alacrity and fpirit, 
the general will not be fparing of luch refreth- 
ment as he thinks will conduce to keep them in 
health. 

When any centry of an out-pod challenges, 
and is anfwered, " friend," he is to fuy # with a 
clear voice, M advance with the countersign; 
when the perfon advances he is to receive him in 
a proper pofture of defence. Surprize may be 
prevented without rifking the lives of our own 
iuldiers. 

The troops having loft provifions when they

The firft brigade of the grenadiers to be at 
the water fide this night at nine, with all their 
baggage ; when they arrive at the oppofite fide, 
captain Leflie will provide them with carts for 
their baggage. 

The provifion guard to-be immediately aug- 
mented to thirty men with an officer ; the officer 
commanding is to foriify his poft with expediti- 
on, in the bcfl manner he can.

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Four days provifions to be delivered to the 
troops j the grenadiers and light infantry are not 
to receive any of the fmall fpecies ; pork and 
bread will be delivered as an equivalent.

The fix companies of grenadiers of the line 
mud be at the warer-fide this night at nine, with 
all thtir baggage: capt Leflie will attend on the 
oppofite more and provide them with carts. 

The detachments ordered to cut fafcines are to 
have efcorts of the light infantry ; notice muft 
be fent to colonel Howe in time, that a body of 
men are to be employed in that fervice at a par- 
ticular hour, and the working party is not to go 
into the wood till the light infantry is ported. 

The general has ordered two (heep and fome 
rum to captain Cafnum's company of grenadiers, 
for the fpint they (hewed in puming thofe favage 
Indians. 

it is however recommended to the officers to 
preserve their people with caution, left they 
fhould be drawn too far into the woods, and tall 
into an ambuicade. 

Any regiment or corps that has left fpare am- 
munition on board their fhip*, are to report 
it to the brigade major of the day, naming the 
(hips, and ipecifying the quantities. The 
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The provifi* n guard of Monckton's at the wa- 
ter-fide is to be drawn off, except a fcrjeant and 
eight men, who are to go immediately to the 
place where the provifions now are ; this guard 1 
to be relieved this evening by a fcrjeant and 
eight men of Bragg's. 

The ufuai manner of placing centmels in a 
wood gives the enemy frequent opportunity of 
killng fingle men at their potts; it is therefore 
ord red, that when a covering party are to take 
poll in a wood, that it be divided into fquads of 
at le-ift "eight men each, and placed within con- 
venient dtftance of each other, fo as to be able 
to communicate j half of thefe fquads are always 
to have their arms ready, which will not be very 
fatiguing, fince they are relieved in the Umc 
manner the working parties are.— When ihe 
itrength of the covering party will admit or it, 
there ihould be a referve behind the center, and 
the parties upon each extremity mould be double 
in number to the reft. All out-pofts are to have 
double centinels in the night, and they are to be 
fo near the guard that they can retire to it if 
attacked* 

The regiments of Bragg's, Lafcelle's, and 
Anftruther's are to be under arms (his evening 
at five, on the grcund in the front or Otway's j 
they are to receive their orders from general 
Townfhend. 

Some molaffes, and a gill of rum per man, to 
be delivered to the troops this day.

Two hundred men of the Royal American 
battalion, with their blankets, and two days pro- 
vifion rady drifted, to be in rcadinefs belo* the 
Cove at eight in the morning, to embark in 
four flat-hottr m boats; this detachment is in- 
tended to reinforce the company of grenadiers, 
if there fhou'd be occafion : the boats are to row 
UD with the fi od, but out of cannon (hot, till 
they are oppofire the u;>per redoubt, when they 
muft reit upon their arms, and wait for further 
orders. 

Ar.itrutber's regiment, the light infantry, and 
rangers are to march at nine, under Colonel 
Howe's command, about a mile into the wo-.-ds, 
towards the ford where the Canadians and Indi- 
ans are encamped ; this body muft /kirt about 
wi hin the wood from the camp of the li^ht 
infantry to the road, but fo as juft to be feen from 
the opposite fide of the river by the enemy. As 
major Hufley's corps will have been up rnoft part 
of the night, they are be to left to guard the camp 
of the light infantry : colonel Howe will lengthen 
his line of march, lo as to appear nume.ous; 
the remaining battalion will get und r amis 
when the water begins fo ebb, in readinels 10 
crofs the ford, if there mould be ablolutc ne- 
cetlny tor fo doing ; in the mean time tncy will 
continue their work with all polTible diligence 
aid athduity — \i mips can be brought near 
enough co operate, and the wind is lair, an at- 
tack 
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tack will be made upon one of the enemy's mod 
detached works, in aid of which attack the ar- 
tillery from hence muft be employed. Bfigadief 
general Towr.fhend will be picaied to give fuch 
dutdions as he thinks moft for fcrvice upon 
this head. 

In general the cannon can't be fired, nor even 
be bicught •up to fiie, till it is vihble tha ihe 
attack will be made. 

Ir ihe day is ever hot, and no wind, this ope- 
raton can't take place. 

If the battalions mould march, colonel Howe 
muft letum to his tamp in the meft lecret man- 
ne<. The marines muft be brought into the two 
redoubts where Lalcelles's reg ment takes poll ;

The men fired this day upon one 
another, fired upon the light infantry, and were 
femered in fuch a manner, that a few refolute 
people would have eafily defeated them ; it is 
therefore ordered and commanded, that whert 
there is an alarm of this kind, every foldier re- 
mains at his port till ordered to march by his 
proper officer. 

If any mart prefumes to detach himfelf, and 
le^ve his platoon, the officer will make an im- 
mediate example of him. 

The general has ordered five guineas to ba 
given to the centinels of Otway's, for taking an 
Indian alive, whofe bufinefs it was to furprize 
fome negligent centinels, and aflatlinate them. 

When a fmail party of Volunteers propofes 
themfelves to lie in wait during the night, for 
the reconnoitring parties, which the enemies may 
pufh towards the camp, the general will give 
th:n leave to try it ; and if any foldier kills an 
Indian, or takes him alive (which is ftill more 
difficult) he mall be handfomely rewarded. 

The parties fhall not confift of more than 
fourteen or fix teen men, unlefs when a fubaltern 
commands, and in that cafe they may be of 
twenty or twenty-five men. 

When the foldiers are not employed in work, 
they are to drefs and clean themfelves, fo as to 
appear under arms and upon all occafions in th« 
mod loldier»like manner.

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Each regiment and corps are to parade a man 
of a tent to-morrow morning at fix, in ilje rear 
of Monckton's, with their arms, and officers in 
proportion to their number.

17.— Mr. Cameron, a volunteer in the light 
infantry of Laicelles's regiment, having diitm- 
guiihed himfelf in an extraoroinary manner in 
the defence of a houfe, with only a lejeanr. and 
fixteen men of Lafcelles's light infantry, agaiait 
a body of Canadians and Savages, greaily (upe- 
rior in number, the general has ordered, that 
the firft vacant commifiion in the army be given

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to Mr, Cameron, as an acknowledgement of hia 
good conduct and very gallant behaviour. A 
fcalping party of general Bragg's regiment, com- 
manded by a ferjeant, diftinguilhed themfeives 
upon the fome occafion, and baftcned to the 
affiftance of their friends with very great fpirit. 

Some de ach nents are to take pod along the 
coalt to prevent the enemy from getting in their 
harveft. 

18. — If a foldier pretends to difpute the au- 
thority of an tfficer of another corps, under 
whole, command ibever he is, and if any foldier. 
prefumes to ule any indecent language to the 
non-commiflioned officers of his own, or any 
other corps, fuch foldier mail be punifhed in an 
exemplary manner. 

The regiments and corps (the light infantry 
excepted) are to be at the alarm pod at five this 
evening. 

20— If any woman refufes to ferve as nurfe in 
the hofpital, or leaves it without being regularly 
di funded by order of the director, ilie fhali i» 
ftruck cfFthe provifion roll, and if found after- 
wards in any of the camps (he fhall be turned 
out immediately 

25 — The out-pods and guards are to be mod 
careful for the future in flopping all foldiers who 
are found attempting to flip by them j it has 
been obferved, that fafcines have been taken 
away from the places where they were depoiked 
by order, and that picquets have been taken out 
of the fraizing of the redoubts, any foldier wfto 
is found guilty of fuch irregularity will be monX 

ieveieiy 
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feverely punifhed ; the women are alfo forbid 
this pradlice. 

27.-— Two fubalterns and fixty Highlanders 
under the command of lieutenant-colonel Mur- 
ray are to take poft in the houie lately occupied 
by the marines. 

Sept. 7.— Brigadier Monckton's brigade con- 
fiiis ot the battalions of Amherft, Lawience, and 
Kennedy ; brigadier Townlhcnd's brigade is com- 
pofed of the battalions of Bragg, Lafcelle'o and 
Highlanders ; the third brigade, under brigadier 
general Murray, is compofed of the battalions of 
Otway, Anftruther, and the grenadiers of Lou- 
ifbourg. 

When the army is formed into two lines, the 
fecond brigade forms the fecond line 5 when the 
army is in a fingle line every brigade or corps is 
to have one fourth part in referve a about ^a 
paces in its rear. 

When a brigade or battalion is in order of 
battle in the neighbourhood of any houfe, cop- 
pice, or ftrong ground in its front or flank, care 
muft be taken to throw a detachment into it. 
The light infantry have no firft poft in the order 
of battle, they will be thrown upon one or other 
of the wings, with a view to take the enemy in 
flank or rear, if cccafions offers. 

The general is too well acquainted with the 
valour and good inclination of the troops to doubt 
their behaviour. They know the enemy they 
have to deal with to be irregular, cowardly, and 
corrupt, a little vigilance however is neccfLry to 
oicvent iurprizes j the corps muft keep together, 
* muft 
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mud not difperfe, nor wander about the country. 

The enemy will (con find that the artillery 
and mufketry of this chofen body of infantry is 
fufficiently formidable. 

When the coafts have been examined, and the 
beft landing place is pitched upon, the troops 
will be ordered to difembark, perhaps this night's 
tide. 

The following battalions are to hold themfelvfs 
in readinefs to go into the flat- bottom boats, firty 
men in each boat, befides officers (viz.)

THE king, jufl perated againft France, 

1j- s iet on loot a conuVera'ole armament by 
iand and lea, to bring down the haughtinefs 
cf ihat crown. His aim is to deftroy the moil 
cowfiderable fettlements of the French in North 
An erica : It is not againft the indu/trious pea- 
sants, the;r wives and children, nor agshjii the 
niiniilers of religion, that he dcfigns making 
war. He laments the misfortunes to which this 
quarrel cxpoies them, and promifes them his 
j r auction, offers to maintain them in t.ieir pof- 
it (lions, and permits them ro follow the worship 
cf their religion, provided that they do not take 
any part in the difference between the two crowns 
directly or indirectly. 

The Canadians cannot be ignorant of their 
fuuaiion : the Englifh are m.uite:s cf the fiver, 

and 
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and blocking up the paflage to all fuccours from 
Europe. Ihey have befides a powerful army on 
the continent under the command of General 
Amherft. 

The rcfo!ution the Canadians ought to take, 
is by no means doubtful : the utmoft exertion of 
their valuer will be entirely ufelefs, and will only 
ferve to deprive them of the advantages that they 
might enjoy by their neutrality. The cruelties of 
the French a'gainft the fubjedls of Great Britain 
in America would excufe the mod kvere repri- 
falsj but Englifhmen are too generous to follow 
barbarous examples. They titer to the Cana- 
dians the fweets of peace, amidli the hcrrors of 
war. It is lelttothemto determine their fate 
by their conduct. If their preemption, and a 
wrcng- placed, as well ?s fruitlcfs courage, 
fhould make them take the moft dangerous part, 
they only will be blamed, when they (hail groan 
under the weight of that mifery to which they 
expefe themfelves. 

General Wolfe flatters himftlf that the whole 
world will do him juftice, if the inhabitants of 
Canada foice him, by their refofal, to have re- 
courie to violent methods. He concludes, in 
laying before them the ftrengih and power of 
England, which generoufly ftretches cut her 
hand to them : a hand ready to aflilt them on ail 
occafions, and even at a rime when France, by 
i s weakoefs, is incapable of amliing ihem, and 
abidons them in the moft critical moment.
